Lthough I was not altogether negligent, in Noting down ſuch 
Occurrenecs, reſpeQing the preſent War with the Heathen in 

m New-England, as came to my knowledg, in the time of them 3 

-_ yct what I did that way, was mecrly for my own private uſe; 

nor had I the leaft thought of publiſhing any of my Obſcrvati- 

oxs, until ſuch time as I read a Narrative of this ar, faid to be Written 
by a Merchant in Boſton, whichit ſeems met with an Imprimatur at Londen, 
in December laſt : The abounding Miſtakes therein, cauſed me to think it 
neceſſary, that a true Hiftery of this Aﬀair ſhould be Publiſhed. Wherefore 
I reſolved (ov ©£@)to Mrthodize ſuch ſcattered Obſer nations as T had by me, 
fo were the Hore ſubſecive of a few days improved. Whilſt I was doing 
this, there came to my hands another Narrative of. this War, written by a 
Quaker in Road-Iſland,who pretends to know the Truth of things; bue that 
Narrativebcing fraught with worſe things that meer Miſtakes, 1 was therc- 
by quickned to port what I had in hand. I moved that ſome other might 
have done it, but none preſenting, I thought of his ſaying, Ab alio quovis 
bec ficri mallem quam 4 me, ſed'a me tamen potins quam 4- nemine. And [ 
hope that in one thing;(though it may be 1a little elſe) I have performed the 
part of an Hiſftoriaw, viz. Incndeavouring to relate things truly and im- 
partially, and doing the beſt I could that I might not lead the Reader into a 
Miſtake. Hiftoryis indeed in it ſelf a profitable tudy. Learned Men know 
that Polybixe, and the great Philoſopher call ir, *AAydvoretrwv a &id\Giay x, 
wghor pry unde And there is holy Scripture to encourage a work of this

Whether my defective 
mannet of management in-this Hiſtory rendersitunprofitable;l know not,

with my perſonal inabilities, I have cauſe to ſuſpe@ it may be ſo,-in a great, 
meaſure» If any one ſhall hereby be ipgited to do better, I hope I ſhall ra- 
ther thank than envy him, TXt0Vay tÞ v & u&vov. And I earneſtly will that 
ſome effeual Courſe may be taken ( before it be too late ) that a juſt 
Hiſtory of New-England, be written and publiſhed to the World. -That is 
a thing that hath been often ſpok :n of, bitt was never done to this day, and 
. yet the longer it is deferred, the nore difficulty will there be in effeRing 
'of it. 5 
Moreover the thing which I mainly defigned, was the ſubſequent Ex- 
bortation,which is annexed herewith, wherein I have defired to approve ry 
_FeIf as in the ſight of God, ſpeaking what I believe God would have metso 
ſpeak, without reſpe&-to any perſon in this world, And there is one thing 
inſiſted on therein, concerning which-I could wiſh that I had ſaid more, I 
mean that'which doth reſpe& endeavours for the Converſion of the Heathex 
unto Chriſt. | There are ſome that make a wrong ufe'of a Notion of Mr. 
- Cottoxs touching this matter, alledging that he taught that a general Coy- 
verſion of Indians is not to be expeced before the ſeven Vials are poured 
forth upon the Antichriſtian State, nor before the converſion-of the Fewiſh 


', © Nation. It is farfromi my purpole to contradi that Great Amthor, unto 


whoſeduſt (in reſpe of near Afnity as well as on the account of his Emi- 
nency in Grace and ſpiritual Gifts) I ow a ſacred Revexence,anditis known 
that I have my (elf afferted the ſame Notion both.in Sermons, and in a prin. 
ted Diſcourſe concerning 1he Salvation of the Tribes of Iſrael But it was never 
intended that that Aﬀertion ſhould be improved, ſo as to diſcourage from 
the proſecution of that which was the profeſſed, pious, and amain delign of 
the Fathers of this Colony; viz. To propagate the Goſpel and Kingdom of 
_ Chriſt among theſe Indians, who in former Ages bad not heard of bis fame and 
Glory, It is indeed true, that although a Fulneſs of the Gentiles in reſpect of 
Apojtafy, (hal be accompliſhed (ſo muſt they fwlfill their Times) before the 
callirig of the Jews, yet the tulneſs of the Gentiles in reſpe& of Converſioy, 
will not come- in betore that, _ Nevertheleſs a glorious Sprinkling, and 
great fuccels of the Goſpel may be in /particular places at preſent, even a- 
mongſt- Heathen. And the Salvation of a tew immortal Souls is worth 
the labour of many all their lives.. . And happy experience bath confirmed 
this; for here in News» England,fix Churches have been conſtituted amongft 
the Indians. | And-the: labours of Robert Fanius forty years fince' a- 
mongit the Eaſt-Indiansri'in Farmofa,' were wonderfully ſucceſsful ;- for 
( as Cafpar Sibellius, hr a of theChutch in Daventry in Holland, writing 
the Hiltory of that affaividoth relate) there were no lefs than five thouſand 
and ninc hundred Indians that became profcfiedly Lubject to the Goſpel, and 
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were all,together with their children, baptized into the Name of Jeſus Chrift. 
Janins having learned the Judian Language, and being a Man of exemplary 
Piety 1n his converſation,and one alfo that excelled in wiſdom and ſpiritual 
Abilities, God was with him,and made hirh an- happy Inſtrument of wining 
Souls. He Tranſlated ſome part of 'the Scripture, and wrote Catechiſms, 
and other profitable Books in' their Language. He cauſed Schools to be e- 
rected among thoſe blind Barbarians, fo as that fix hundred of them were 
able to read and write, and about fifty who excelled in knowledg, and were 
of yu godliueſs, became Tyſtru&ors of others in the Principles of the 
true Chriſtian Religion ; Yea, in three and twenty Towns, there were Indian 
Chriſtian Chxrches Planted. And learned Men were ſent out of Holland, 
in order to a further propagation of the intereſt of the Goſpel in thoſe re. 
mote parts of the World, Alſo Juſtus Heurnins, who was at firſt a Phyſitian, 
being inflamed with a fingular,zeal after Gods Glory,. and the Salvation of 
Souls of Men, left his praQtifing in Medicinal Cures, and betook himſelf 
wholly to the ſtudy of Divinity; after which he engaged in a Voyage to+ 
wards the Eaſt-Indians, deſigning their Converſion; and having learned their 
Language, (pent fourteen Years amongſt them : and as the great Voetius (in 
his Diſputation, De Vocatione Gentium) teſtifieth, was inſtrumental to the 
Converſion of many of thoſe Indians, fo as to'eret Churches of them in di- 
vers places, yea, and took care for the learned Education of divers Young- 
men, even amongſt the Iudians themſelves, ſoas that they were able to in- 
ſiruct the ſeveral Churches, which by the bleſſmg of God upon his Labours 
had been lately formed. It is great pity then,that we in New-England, who 
do not come behind others in Profeſſion, and Pretences to Religion, ſhould 
fall ſhort in real endeavours,- for the promotion and propagation of Religi-= 
on, and Chriſtianity amongſt thoſe that have been for ages that are paſt, 
without God,and without Chriſt, and Strangers to the Common- wealth of Iſrael. 
It troubleth me, when I read how the Papiſts glory in that they have con- 
verted ſo many of the Eaſt and Weſt-Indians to the Chriſtian Faith, and re- 
proach Proteſtants, becauſe they have been no more induſtrious in a work of 
that nature, Though I know they have little cauſe to Glory, if the whole 
truth were known. For as for many of their Converts, inaſmuch as they 
are become Vaſſals, not 'only to- the Herefies, 'but to the Perſons of thoſe 
who have Proſelyted them, they are as Chriſt ſaid concerning; the Proſelytes 
of the Scribes and Phariſees, twofold more the children of Hell, than they 
were before 3 and many of them know little of Chriſtianity belides the Name. 
Witneſs the celebrated Story of that Franciſcan, who wrote a Letter to a 
Friend of his in Exrope, wherein he glorieth that having lived fx and twenty 


years amongſt the Indians, he had converted many thouſands of them to the 
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Paith;and he deſired his Friend to ſend him a. Book called the Bible, for he 
heard there was ſuch a Book in Exrope, which might be of ſome uſe to him, 
Surely, Fraucis himſelf did not excel this Franciſcan, in profound ignorance. 
Lt isalſo true, that the Hollanders have formerly (as was-in- part intimated 
but now) done ſomething. towards the Converſion of thoſe Indians where 
. they have Plantations ſettled. For they have cauſed ſome part of the | 
ture to be Tranſlated into the Indian Language,and have our of their publick. 
Treaſuries maintained ſome Learned and meet Perſons, on purpoſe, that 
they might become Preachers #0 the Indians :1Nevertheleſs,Yoerius in his dif 
{-rtation de plantatoribus Eccleſiaram, greatly bewailcth it, that no more care 
bath been taken about that concern of the Goſpel and Kingdom of Chriſt; 
and declarech what were the unhappy obſiructions, .hindring the Belgick, 
Churches, from attaining a further progreſs in a work ſodefirable 3 but (as- 
he there ſpeaketh) Infanda ills nibil attinet bic referre. And I know not, but. 
that the Lords holy Deſign in the JFar which he hath brought upon us, may. 
(in part) be to puniſh us for-our too great negle@ in this matter. 1 would 
not detra from what hath been done that way, but rather with my Soul 
bleſs God for it. It is well known, that ſundry ef the Lords Servants in 
this Land, have Jaboured in that work : Eſpecially Reverend Mr, Eliot hath 
taken moſi indefatigable pains, having Tranſhted the whole Bible into the 
Indian. Language, in which reſpeQ New-England (let Chriſt alone have the 
praiſe of it) hath out-done all other _ fo far as I have heard or read. 
But jt cannot be long, before that faithful,and now aged Servant of the Lord 
reſt from his Labours : Sad-will it be for the ſucceeding Generation, if 
they ſhall ſuffer the Work of Chriſt amongſt the Ivndions, to dic with him 
who began it. Sed meliors ſperamusr. |

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HAT the Heathen People amongſt whom we live, and 
whoſe Land the Lord God of our -Fathers hath given 
to us for a rightful Poſſeſſion, have at ſundry times 
been Plotting miſchievous Devices againſt that part of 
the Engliſh Iſrael,which is (cated in theſe goings down 
of the Sun, no man that is an Inhabitant of any con- 

wy. fiderable ſtanding, can be ignorant. Eſpecially that 
there have been ( Nec ixjuris ) Jealouſies concerning the Narragenſets and 

Wompanoags, is notoriouſly known toall men. And whereas they have 

been quiet until the laſt Year, that muſt be aſcribed to the wonderful Pro- 

yidence of God, whodid ( as with Facob of old, and after that with the 

Children of Iſrael) lay the fear of the Engliſh, and the dread of them upon 

all the Indians. The terror of God was upon them round about. Nor indeed 

had they ſuch Advantages in' former Years as now they have, 1a reſpec of 

Arms and Ammunition; their Bows and Arrows not heing comparably ſuch

Philip made a diſturbance in Plymouth Colony, but was quicted by the pru« 
dent interpoſition of ſome in our Colony, when he engaged, that if at any 
time hereafter he ſhould think the Exgliſs among whom he lived did him 
wrong, he would not cauſe any Diſquietment before ſach time as he had 
acquainted the Engliſh of Mattachuſets,but contrary to theſe ſolemn engage- 
ments he) doth call his Men together and 4rm them, and refuſed to come 
when ſent for, by the Authority of Plymonth, unto whoſe Government he 
had ſubjected himſelf. | | 
Hereupon the Exgliſp in Plymouth JuriſdicQion,ſent a ſmall Army to thoſe 
Towns next Mownt-bope, in order to reducing Philip to his obedience, and 
for the ſecurity of thole places which were in great danger, and in no leſs 
fear, by reaſon of the inſolency of the Heathen. 
June 24. (Midſummer-day) was appointed and attended as a day of. (o- 
kma Humiliation throughout that Colony,by faſting and prayiog,tointreat 
the Lord to give ſucceſs to the preſent Expedition reſpe&ing the Enemy.At 
the concluſion of that day of Humiliation, as ſoon as ever the People in 
Swanzy were come from the place where they had been praying together, 
the Indians diſcharged a volley of ſhot, whereby they killed one man, and 
wounded others. Two men were ſent to call a Surgeon for the relief of the 
wounded, but the Indiaxs killed them by the way : And in another part of 


the Town, ſix men were killed, fo that there were Ninc Engliſhmen mur- 


thered this day. 
:.. Thus did the War begin, this being the firſt Engliſh blood which was 


ſpilt by the Indians in an Hoſtile way. The Providence of God: is deeply to 


be obſerved, that the Sword ſhould be firſt drawn upon a day of Hamiliati- 


on, the. Lord thereby declaring from Heaven, that he expeRs ſomething 


elſe from his People befides Faſting and Prayer, 
Plymouth being thus ſuddenly involved in trouble, ſend to the other ani- 


ted Colonies 'for aid, and'their defires were with all readineſs complicd 
with. | 


 Souldiers marched out of Bofton towards | Mount-bope, June 26, and 
continued marching that night, when'there hapned a. great Eclipſe of the 


' Moon, which was totally darkned —_ anhour.. Only it muftbe __ 
2 r 


bred, that ſome days before any Souldiers went out of Boſton, Commiſſionery 
were ſent to Treat with Phz/ip, that ſo if poſlible, ingaging in a War might' 
be prevented. 'Bue when the Commiſſioners came near to Mownt-bope, they 
found divers Engliſhmen on the ground, weltering in their own blood, having 
been newly murdered by the Indians, ſo that they could not proceed further, 
Yea,the Indians killed a man of this Colony as he was travelling on the road 
before ſuch time as we took up Arms : In which reſpe&t no mancan doubt of 
the juſtxeſs of our Cauſe,fince the Enemy did ſhed the blood of ſomeof ours 
who never did them (our Enemies themſelves beingzudges) the leaſt wrong 
before we did atall offend them,orattempt any ad of hoſtility towards them. 

Fune 29th was a day of publick Hamiliation in this Colony, appointed 
by che Council, in reſpet of the Jar which is now begun. 

This morning our Army would have ingaged with the Enemy, The 14- 
dians ſhor the Pilot, who was dircCting our Souldiers in their way to Philips 
Country, and-wounded ſeveral of our Men, and ran into Swamps, rainy 
weather hindred a further purſuit of the Enemy. An awful Providence 
happened at this time : Fora Souldier (a ftout man) who was ſent from 1 - 
#2r-rtown, ſeeing the Engliſh Guide lain, - and hearing many profane oaths a. 
mong ſome of our Souldiers(namely thoſe Privateers,who were alſo Volun- 
teers) and conſidering the unſeaſonablene(s of the weather was ſuch, as that 
nothing could be done againſt che Enemy 3 this man was poſſefſed with a 
firong conceit, that God:was againſt the Engliſh 3 whereupon he immediate« 
ly ran diſtrated; and fo was returned home a lamentable SpeRacle. 

In the beginning of Fly, there was another Skirmiſh with the Enemy, 
whereinſeveral. of 'the Indians were killed, amongft whom were Phitips 
chicf Captain, and onc of his Counſellors. 

Now it appears that $quaw- Sachem of Pocaſſet, her men were conjoyned 
with tbe Womponoags ( that is Philips men ) in this Rebellion, © 

About this time they killed ſeveral Engliſh at Taunton, and Burnt divers 
Houſes there. Alſo at Swanzy, they cauſed about half the Town to be con- 
ſumed with mercileſs Flames. - Likewiſe Middlebury and Dartmouth,in Pli- 
mouth Colony,did they burn with Fire, and barbarouſly-murdered both men 

. and-women in thole places,ſtripping the ſlain, whether Men or Women, and 
leaving them in the open. Field, as naked as in the day wherein they were 
born. Such alſo is their Inhumanity, as that they flay off the skin from 
their Faces and Heads of thoſe. they get. into. their hands, and goaway 
with the hairy Scalp of their Enemies. | 
- Fuly x9. Our Army purſued Philip, who fled unto a diſmal Swamp for 

- vefuge ; The Engliſh Souldiers followed him,and killed many of his men.alfo 

«bout fiſteen of. the Eng/iſs were then flain. The Swamp was fo Boggy, 

| and 
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2nd thick of Buſhes, as that it. was judged to proceed further therein would * 
be but to throw away Mens lives. It could not there be diſcerned who were 
Engliſh, and who the Indians. Our Men when in that hideous place if they 
did but (ce a Buſh'ſtir would fire preſently, whereby tis verily feared, that 
they did ſometimes unhappily ſhoot Exgliſh Men inſtead of Indians. Where- 
fore a Retreat was ſounded, and night coming on, the Army withdrew from 
that place. This was becauſe the deſperate Diſtreſs which the Enemy was 
in was unknown to us, for the Indians have ſince (aid, that if the Engliſ 
had continued at the Swamp all night, nay, if they had but followed them 
but one half hour longer, Philip had come and yielded up himſelf. But God 
- faw that we were not yet fit for Deliverance, nor could Health be reftored 
unto us except a great deal more Blood be firſt taken from us : and other 
places as well as Plimonth ſtood in need of ſuch a Courſe'to be taken with 
tnem. lt might rationally be conjeQuredzthat the unſucceſsſulnefs of this 
Expedition azain(t Philip would embolden the Heathen in other parts to do. 
as he had done, and fo it came to paſs. For Fuly 14. the Nipnep ( or 
Nipmnck,) Indians began their miſchiefat a Town cilled Mexdam (had we 
amended our ways as we ſhould have done, this Miſery might have been 
. prevented) where they committed Barbarous Murders, This day deſerves 
to have a Remark ſet upon it, conlidering that Blood was never ſhed in 
Maſſachuſets Colony in a way of Hoftility before this day.Moreover the Pro- 
vidence of God herein 1s the more-awful and tremendous, m that this yery 
day the Church in Dorcheſter was before the Lord, humbling themſelves by 
Faſting and Prayer, on account of the Day of trouble now begun amongſt us. 
The news of this Blood-ſhed came to us at Boſton the next day in LeQure 
time, in the midſt of the Sermon, the Scripture then improved being that 
Iſai. 42.24. Who gave Facob to the ſpoil, and Iſrael to the robbers? did not the 
Lord, he againft whom we bave ſinned ? 
As yet Philip kept 1n the Swamp at Pocaſſet, but Auguſt 1. ( being the 
Lords.day _) he fled. The Engliſh hearing that Philip was upon flight pur- 
. ſued him with a party of Monhegins, i. e, Vnkas (who 2pproved himſelf 
" faithful to the Eng/iÞalmodt forty years ago in the time of the Pegwod Wars; 
and now alſo, in this preſent War) his Indians,. They overtook Philips 
Party and killed about thirty of his men, none of ours being at that time 
.cut off, Had the Engliſh purſued the Enemy they might ch have over- 
.taken the Women and Children that were with Ph;lip,yea and himſelf alſo, 
and fo have put an end to thefe tumults : but though Deliverance was ac- - 
cording to all Humane probability near, God ſaw it not good for us as yet, — 
Wherefore Philip eſcaped and went to the Nipmwek Indians, who had newly: 


( as hath been intimated) done Acts of Hoſtility againſt the Exg/iſs, Tn the 
mcan 
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mean while endcavoiirs were aſed tokeep thoſe Tudians from engaging in 
this War, and that thoſe perſons who had commicted the Murder at Mey- 
dam might be delivered up to Juſtice. Captaio Hutchinſon with a ſmall par- 
ty was ſcat to Quabaog, where there was a great Rendezvouze of Nipnep 
Indians. They appointed time and place of Treaty tobe attended, Augnſt 
2. Accordingly Captain Hwtehinſon rode to the Place fixed on to Treat in, 
But the Indians came not thither according to their Agreement, whereupon 
Captain Hwtchinſox reſolved to go further to ſeek after them elſewhere, and 
as he was riding along, the -Pertidions Indians lying in Ambuſcado in a 
Swamp, ſhot at himand wounded him, of which Wounds he aſter dyed, 
and cjght men that were with him were ſtruck down dead upon the place. 
Captain Iheeler who was in that Company was ſhot through the Arm, his 
dutiful Sou alighting to relieve his Father, was himſelf ſhot and ſorely 
wounded,willingly hazarding his own life to ſave the lite of his Father, The 
Engliſh werenot-in a capacity to look after their dead, but thoſe dead bodics 
were left as meat for the Fowls of Heaven, and their Fleſh unto the Beaſts 
of the Earth, and there was none to bury them. 

Captain Harchixſox and the reſt thateſcaped with their lives, haſtened to 
Quabarg, and the Indians ſpeedily followed, violently ſet upon-the Town, * 
killed divers, burning all the Houſes therein down to the ground, -except 
only ove unto which the Inhabitants fled for ſuccour,and-now allo (as ſince 
we have underſtood ) did Philip with his broken Party come to' Quabaog. 
Hundreds of Indians beſet the Houſe, and took poſſc{ſion of a Barn belong- 
ing thereunto,, from whence they often ſhot into the Houſe, and alſo at- 
tempted to fire it ſix times, Bat could not prevail, atlaſt they took a Cart full 
of Flax and other combultible matter, and brought it near the Houſe, in- 
tending to ſet it on fire z and then there was no appearing poſlibilicy, but 
all the Engliſh there, Men and Women, and Children muſt have periſhed, 
cither by unmerciful flames, or more unmerciful bands of wicked Men, 
whoſe tendes Mercies are cruclties, ſo that all hope that they ſhould be (a- 
ved was then taken away : but behold in this Mount of Difh-ulty and Ex- 
tremity (18 MV ) the Lord # ſeen. 

For in the very nick ot opportunityGod ſent that worthy-Major Willard, 
who with forty and eight men ſet upon the Indians and cauſed them to turn 
cheir backs; ſo that poor People who were given up for dead,had their lives 
given them:for a preys Surely this was a token;for good, that however we 
may be diminiſhed and brought low. through Oppreſſion, AfMlicon,. and 
Sorrow, yct'our God will have compaſſion on us, and this his People ſhall 
not utterly periſh. ; And this Salvation is the more remarkable,tor that al- 
beit the Indians had ordered Scouts to ly in the way,and to give notice by 


firing

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firing three Gans,if any Engliſh came to'the relief of the Diſtreſſed 3, yet al. 
though the Scouts fired when Major }ilard.and his Souldicrs ' were palt 
them, the Tydians were ſo bufie and made ſuch a noiſe about the-Houle that 
they heard not the report of thoſe Guns 3 which-if they had” heard,-in all 
probability not only the People then living at Quabaog, but thole alſo that 


came toſuccour them had been cat off. 
Things being brought tothis ſtate, the Tumul!t of thaſe that are riſen up 


increaſeth continually ; For Auguſt 22. being the Lords Day;the Indians a4 
bout Lancafter killed'a Man and his Wife and two/Children inctheafternoon 
Exerciſe, And we hear that Philip and the Quaboag Indians are gone more 
Weſtward, not far from North-hamptou, Hadly,Deer-field, &c, Whereupon 
Forces are fent from hence under the command of Captain Lecbrop,Caprain 
Beers, and after that Captain Moſely, to relieve thoſe diftrefſſed Towns, and 
purſue the enemy. ' Alfo our Brethren- at Connefticur afforded their Aſſih- 
ance, Major Treat being fent to Hadly with a party of Exgliſh,. and ſome of 
Unhys his Men, The Tndiory inhabiting about Connefticut River pretended 
great fidelity to the Exgliſh, and that they would fight againſt Philip,who it 
{cems had been tampering with them'in the Spring before the War broke 


out,endeavouring by money (i.e. Vampampeag which is the Indians Money) 


to engage them in his bloody deſign againit the Englifr. 

Ac firft they were ſo far credited as to be Armed by- the Engliſh, hoping 
they might do good ſervice as the Monbegins and Natick Iidians 'had done. 
But within a while their Treachery-was juftly ſuſpetted, Whereupon Soul. 
diers were ſent (on or about Angſt 25.) to- demand their-Arms. Fhey 
were then gone out of their Forts, our Men ſearching after them, they ſud- 
denly ſhot out of a Swamp, and after that an hot diſpute continued for ſome 
hours. How many T1djiany were ſlim we know. not, bat 'nioe Eaglif fell 
that day; wherein this Providence is obſervable, that thoſe wine mer which 
were killed at that time belonged'to nine ſevergl Towny; as if the Lord ſhould 
ſfay,that he hath a controverſe with every Plantation; and therefore all had 
need to repent and reform their ways; 

Now the Engliſh have @ multitude of operr enemies more than-when this 
troable began, i that greater de{olations are'now expected, jd 

Wherefore Seprember r, the Indians (et upon Deerfietd T alias P acomp- 
ck) and killed one mark aud laid moſt of the Hoſes 1n that new-hopeſul 
Plantation in rainous heaps: That which addeth' foteminity and'awfulnets.to 
that Deſolation, is, that it happened on the very day when one of: the Chur- 
ches in Boſtoy were ſeeking the face of 'God 'ByFafting 'and- Prayer before

The Captains 
reſolved to follow them,and purſued a great pace after them,with about an

© little before they overtook the Indians, they heard two ſtrange claps of 
«Thunder, like two volleys of ſhotz at length they faw a ſingle Indian,but 
© ſhot not at him, though they might have killed him), becauſe they intended 
« to parly with them: but on a ſudden the Indians let fly about forty Guns 
* at them, and was ſoon anſwered by a volley from our men 3 about forty 
« ran down into the Swamp after them, poured in ſhot upon them, made . 
* them throw down much of their luggage, -and after a while our Men at-

© Of the IndTans as we hear fince by a Squaw that was taken; and by three 
« Children that came to our:Town from them the dzy atter,there were lain 
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« twenty fix : the ſame day there was an Indias that lodged in our Town 
« the night before, taken by our men, and a Squaw that. belonged to our 
« Fort that was coming trom Spring-field'; they both own that our Indians 
« received Wompars, from Philip in-the Spring, to ingage them. inthe War. 
< The fellow alto owns that there were {even of our Indians that went to 
< Ouabarg, where they heard that they intended to fight, Atter this fight 
&« we heard no more of them till the firſt of September, when they ſhot down

© On the 5th of September Major Treas ſet forth for Squakbeag with above 
« an hundred men, next day coming nigh Sqwuakbeag, his men were much 
£daunted to ſee the heads of Captain Beers*s Souldiers upon Poles by 
« the way fide but after they were come to Squakbeag, ſome partyes of 
.< them went intothe Meadow,but hearing ſome Guns about the Fort, they 
<« ran up to ſee what the matter was, but by the way were fired upon by a- 
<« bout fourteen Indians as they-judge out of the Buſhes : one or two Indiaus 
*were ſlain; Major Treat was; {truck upon the thigh, the bullet pierced 


his 
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£ cloaths, but had loſt its force, and did him no harm : coming to the Fort, 
© he called his Council together, and concluded forthwith to bring off the 
« Garriſon ; ſo they came away the ſame night, leaving the Catcel there, and 
© the dead bodies unburiced : ſince which, feventeen of their Cattel came a 
* great part of the way themſelves, and have fince been fetcht into. Hadly. 

* Upon the 12th of this month the [xdians made an aſſault upon twenty 
© two men of Pocomptuck, that were going from one Garriſon to the other to 
© Myeting in the aftexnoon/3. made a great volley of ſhot at them; but killed 
© not one man, they eſcaped to the Garriſon whether they were going, only 
© one man running to the other Garriſon was taken alive ; The Indians 
© took up their Rendezvouze on an hill in the meadow burnt two more hou- 
© ſes, killed many horſes, carried away horſe-loads of beef and pork to the 
© hill ; they ſent the ſame night for more aid, but partly through the ſirict- 
© neſs of the Commiſſion of our Garriſon Souldiers, or at leaſt their interpre- 
© tation of it, and partly through the wetneſs of the weather; there was no- 
© thing done'that night : the next day we perſwaded ſome of our Inhabi- 
© tants to go Voluntcers, and ſent to Hzdly to do the like, who going up 
* with ſome of Captain Loatbrops fouldiers, joyned theraſelves to the Gar- 
© riſon af -Pocomptucks and on Tueſday very carly went out to affault the I4- 
* dians, but they were all fled. Laſt night Captain Moſely with his men came 
© into Hadly, and this night we expect more Forces trom Hartford. 

© If the Lord give not ſome ſudden check to theſe Tudiaus, itis to be fear- 
© cd that moſt of the Indians in the Country will riſe, 


«I defire you would ſpeak tothe Gopernour, that there may be ſome , 


© thorough Care for a Reformation, I am ſenſible there are many difficulties. 


© therein ; many fins are grown (o in faſhion, that it becomes a queſtion 
© whether they be fins or no. I defire you would eſpecially mention, Op= 
© preſſion, that intolerable Pride in cloaths and hair : the toleration of {6 
* many Taverns, eſpecially in Boſton, and ſuffering home-dwellers to lye 
© tipling in them. Let me hear ſoon from you : the Lord bleſs you and your 
© Labours 3 forget us notat the Throne of Grace. It would be a dreadful 
© Token of the Diſpleaſure of God, if theſe aftliftions paſs away without 
© much fpiritual advantage. I thought to have written ſomewhat more 
© Jarge with reſpect to Reformation, but I hope I need not, you will I PIC» 
* {ame be forward of your {clf therein, 
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» Not many days after this Letter was written, the Engli{h received a ſad. 
der rebuke of Providence, than any thing that hitherto had been. For Sep- 
rember-18. Captain Lothrop (a godly and couragious Commander ) with 
above ſeventy men were ſent to beas a Guard to ſome that were coming 
trom Deerfield with Carts loaden-with Goods and Provifion, to be removed 
to Hadly, tor ſecurity : But as they-were coming, the Indians, whoſe cracl 
Habitations are the dark corners of the Earth, lurked in the Swamps, and 
multitudes of them made a ſudden and frigh:tulaflault, They ſeized upon 
the Carts and Goods (many of the Souldiers having been fo fooliſh and f(e= 
care, as to put their Arms in the Carts, and ſtep aſide to gather Grapes, 
which proved dear and deadly Grapes to them) killed Captain Lothrop, and 
above threeſcore of his men, {tripped them of their Cloths, and fo left them 
to lye weltring in their own Blood. Captain Myſely who was gone out to 
range the Woods, hearing the Gans, haſtened to their help. but before he 
could come, the other Captainand his men were ſlain, as hath been expre(- 
ſed. Neverthelel(s he gave the Indians Battle , they were in luch numbers, 
as that heand his company were in extreme danger, the Indians indeavour- 
ing (according to their mode of tighting) toencompals the Engliſpround , 
and then to preſs in-upon them with great numbers, to to knock them down 
with their Hatchets. [n the nick of time Major Treat, with aboye an hun- 
dred men, and threeſcore of Vakas his Indians came in to ſuccour thoſe that 
were (o beſet with the Enemy, whereupon the Enemy preſently retreated, 
and-night coming on, there was no purſuing of them. In this fight but few 
of Captain Moſely's men were flain. How many Iadians were killed is un- 
certain, it being their manner to draw away their dead men, as faſt as they 
are killed, if poſſibly they can do it 3 yea they will venturetheir own lives 
for that end, which they do out of policy, that fo their enemies may think, 
that few or none of them are killed, when neverthelc(s they have loſt many. 
I am informed that ſome of the Indians have reported that they loſt ninety 
fix men that day, and that they had above forty wounded, many of which 
dyed afterwards. However, this was a black and fatal day, wherein there 
were eight perſons made Widows,and {ix and twentyChildren made Father- 
leſs: all in one little Plantation, and in one day 3 and above ſixty Perſons 
buricd in one dreadful Grave. And this was the flate of the Weſtern parts 
in reſpe& of the War with the Heathen. 

We muſt now take a ſtep backwards, and a little conſider the Egfters 
Plantations. For in the Month of September did the flame break out there. 
Some who had their hearts exerciſed in diſcerning things of that nature, 
were from the beginning of the War, not without {ad apprehenſions con- 
ccraing the Inhabitants 1n thoſe parts of the Country, in that they were a 


{cattered 
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ſcattered People,and ſuch as had many of them ſcandalized the Heathen,and 
lived themſclves too like unto the Heathen, without any Inſtituted Ordinances, 
alſo the Indians thereabouts were more-nurmerous-than in ſome other places. 
They began their outrages, at the Houſe of one- Mr. Purchaſe, who had 
been a great Trader with the Indians. Aﬀer that they came to the Houſe 
of an old Man in Caſco-Bay, whole name was Wakely. Him with his Wite, 
Son,and Daughter in law { who was great with Child) and two Grand- 
children,they cruelly Murdered,and took three Children alive,and led them 
into Captivity. 

This old Iakely was eſtcemed a godly Man, He would ſomet mes ſay 
with tears, that he belicyed God was angry with him, becauſe although he 
came into New- England for the Golpels fake, yet he had left another place 
in this Country,where there was a Church of Chritt, which he once vas in 
Communion with.and had lived many Years in a Plantation, where was n » 
Church, nor Inſtituted Worſhip. It a Faithful Miniſter of Chrift happened 
to Preach in Caſco.he would with much affcEion entertain him,(aying, Bleſ- 
ed is be that com:th in the Name of the Lord, After this good man was mur- 
dered by the Indians. they quickly did mone mifchict: So that in Falmouth 
there were five Houſes burnt, four Men, two: Women, and two Children 
killed,and three Children carried away Captive. After this, they {et upon 
$ acoe, where they ſlew thirteen Men, and at laft burnt the Town. A p.in- 
cipal Actor in the d<ſtruftion of $acoe was a firange Enthuſiaſtical Sagam:re, 
called Squando,who ſome years before, pretended that God appeared to him, 
in the form of a tall Man,in black Clothes,declaring to him that he was God, 
and commanded him to leave his Drinking of ſtrong Liquors, and to pray, 
and to keep Sabbaths,and to go to hear the Word Preachedzall which things 
the I:4ian did for ſome years, with great ſeeming Devotion and Conſcience 
obſerve. | But the God which appeared to him, ſaid nothing to him about 
Jeſus Chriſt 3 and therefore 1t is not to be marvelled at, that at laſt he dil- 
covered himſelf to be no otherwiſe than a Child of him, that was a Mur- 
derer and a Lyar from the beginninz. Alſo theſe inraged Barbarians, be- 
in2 animated with their ſucces at Falmouth and $acoe, they went to Black- 
Poiit. and there killed ſix Men and a Woman, and burnt two and twenty 
divelling Houſes, In the mean time, the Engliſh at Kenebeck,, cndezvuured 
that the Indians in thoſe parts might be kept trom joyning in this IaſurreGi- 
on whereto they were tempted and ſolicited by their Neighbours. The pru- 
dent endeavours of the Engliſh proved happily ſucceſsful, inſomuch as che 
Sachems there, brought Preſents with great Proteliations of Amity and Ft- 
delity, and defired that no more Liquors might be fo'd to the Indians, pro- 


{ſing that that was a principal cauſc of the milchicts thar had bcen done, 
ang 
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and that they were not able to keep their Men in ſubjeRion,when once they 
were become mad with Drink. 

After theſe things, the Indians killed two men at Kittery, and ſtripped 
them. Lieutenant Playſter,with twenty two Engliſh, went out to fetch off 
the dead Bodies, and to bury them as they were putting one of them into 
the Cart, ſudgenly a ſmall party of Indians ſhot out of a Swamp. And the 
grcateſt part of the Engliſh did unworthily forſake their Leader in that ha- 
zard, only ſeven remained with him. He thinking his Men had been near at 
hand, faced the Enemy, killed and wounded many of them 3 but the Indians 
- perceiving that all but ſeven of the Engliſh were fled, took courage and kil- 
led Mr. Playſter (who was a good and uſeful man) and one of his Sons,aud 
another man : The other four ſeeing that,ran tor theirs lives, and ſo eſcaped 
until they came ſafe into a Garriſon, which was not far oft. 

Behold how great a matter a little fire kindleth. This fire which in Fuxe 
was but a little Spark, in three Months time is become a great Flame, that 
from Eaſt to Weſt, the whole Country is involved in great trouble z and the 
Lord himſelf ſeemeth to be againſt us,to caſt us off, and to put us to ſhame, 
and goeth not forth with our Armies, Wherefore the Magiſtrates of this Ju» 
riſdiction, earneſtly called upon the Inhabitants thereof, to humble them- 
ſelves before the Lord, and to confeſs and turn from tranſgreſſion. In- 
aſmuch as the expreſſions contained in that Paper, which was at this time 
publiſhed by the Councils Order,for a day of Publick Humibation, to be ob- 
ſerved through this Jutiſdidction, are moſt ſerious, and gracious, and greatly 
' Expreſlive of the lintul Degexerate Eſtate of the preſent Generation in New- 
England,and that Declaration will turn for a Teſtimony to our faithful Ru- 
Jers, both now and hereafter 3 conſidering alſo, that it 1s in but few hands, 
I ſhall cherefore here inſert, and republiſhic. ?Tis that which followeth. 
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]' having pleaſed the Holy God ( all wboſe Works are Truth, and bis Ways 
Fudgment ) for our ſins,whereby. be bath been provoked.in ſpecial by the un- 
dervaluation of our pleaſant things. great unthank fulneſs for,anud manifold abu- 
ſes of our wonderful Peace, and the bleſſings of it in this good Land which the- 
Lord hath given us : Ill entertainment of the Miniſtry of the precious Goſpel of 
Peace : Leaving our firſt live,dealing falſly inthe Covenant of the Lord our God : 
The Apoſtacy of many from the Truth unto Hereſies, and pernicious Errors : 
Great Formality ,inordinate Aﬀedion, and ſinful Conformity to this preſent evil 
vain World : And (beſide many borrid and ſcandalous fins breaking forth among 
us, for which we have cauſe to be greatly humbled before the Lord Jour great un- 
ſenfibleneſs of the Diſpleaſure of the Lord, in ſuffering theſe Abominations to be 
perpetuated together with our carnal Security,and unquietneſs under the judge 
ments of God upon us, our abiding very much unreformed, notwithſtanding, all 
Warnings, and Chaſtiſements, whereby the Lord hath been, and is ſtill debating 
with us, we having greatly incenſed bim to ſtir np many Adverſaries againſt us, 
wot only abroad, but alſo at our own Doors (cauſing the Heathen in this Iilder= 

: ueſs: 
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neſs to be 4s Thorns is our fides, who have formerly been, and might ftill be a wall 
unto us therein, and others alſo to become a Scourge nnto ws) the Lord bimſelf 
alſo more immediately affliting ws by Diſeaſes, whereof ſo many Children in ſome 
of our Towns have died this Summer. His not going forth with our Armies as 
1n former times,but giving up many of our Brethren to #he mouth of the devouring 
Sword,yea, ſhewing bimſelf angry with the Prayers of bis People : Threatning us 
alſo with ſcarcity of Proviſion, and other Calamities, eſpecially if this preſent 
War with the Barbarous Heathen ſhould continue 3 and that the Lord of Hoſts 
withdraw not the Commiſſion he hath given to the Sword, and other Tudgments 
to prevail againſt us. | 

The Governour and Council of this Jurifdiction therefore {being under 
the ſenſe of theſe evils, and alſo of the diſtreficd fate of the reſt of the Co- 
lonies confederate with our ſelves, and of the Churches of Chriſt in other 
parts of the Chriſtian World, in this day of Trouble.Rebukes; and Blaſphe- 
myz And fearing the ſad iſſue thereof, unleſs the Lord help us with' our 
whole heart, and not feignedly, to turn unto himſelf) Do Appoint and Or= 
der the ſeventh day of the next Month, to be a Day of Publick Humiliation, 
with Faſting and Prayer, throughout this whole Colony ; that we' may ſet 
our ſelves ſincerely to ſeek the Lord, rending our hearts, and not our Gar- 
ments before him, and purſue the ſame with a through Reformation of 
what ever hath been, or 1s an Image of Jealouſic before the Lord to offend 
the Eyes of his Glory 3 if fo be, the. Lord may turn from his fierce anger, 
that we periſh not : We do therefore require all the-Inhabitants of this Ju- 
riſdiction,to forbear ſervile Labour upon that day,and that they apply them- 


ſelves reſpectively to obſerve theſame, as 15 appointed. . 


By the Council, Edward Rawſon Secret. 


Oftober the 7th. This day of Humiliation appointed by the Council, was 
ſolemnly obſerved; Yet attended with awful teſtimonies of Divine dilplea- 
ſure. The very next day after this-Faſt was agreed upon by thoſe in Civil 
Authority, was that diſmal and fatal blow, when Captain Lothorp and his 
Company (in all near upon fourſcore ſouls) were ſlaughtered, whereby the 
Heathen were wonderfully animated, ſome of them triumphing and ſaying, 
That ſo great ſlaughter was never known : And indecd in their, Wars, one 
with enother, the like hath rarely been heard of. And that very day when 
this Faſt was kept, three Perſons were killed by the Indiens near Dover, one 
of them going from the publick Worſhip. Alſo that very day at the cloſe of 
it, the {ad tidings of Springfields Calamity came to us here in Boſton, And 
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maſtnuch as this news came atthe concluſion of a day of Humiliation, ſurs- 
ly the ſolemn voice of God to New-England is {till as formerly, Praying without 
Reforming will not do. And now is the day come whercin theLord is fulnl- 
ling the word which himſelf hath ſpoken, ſaying, I will ſend wild Beaſts a- 
mong you, which hall rob you of your Children, and dcſiroy your Cattle, 
and make. you few in number, and if you will not-be reform'd by theſe things, T 
will bring your Sanduaries to Deſolation, and I will not ſmell the ſweet Savor 
" of your Odours. The Providence of God is never to be forgotten, in that 
Churches have been ſignally ſpared for ſo long a time. Although ſome Planta- 
tions wherein Churches have been ſettled were in moſt eminent danger, and 
the Enemy might eafily have ſwallowed them up, yet God ſo ordered that 
they received little or no detriment, when other places were laid utterly 
wafte, the Loxd manifeſting how loth he was to diſgrace the Throne of his 
Glory, but now he begins with the SanAtuary. As for Springfields miſery, 
it thus came to paſs : Whereas there was a body of Indians that lived in a 
Fort near to that Town of Springfield, and profeſſed nothing but Friendihip 
towards the Engliſh, they treacherouſly brake in upon the Town, when a 
arty of our Souldiers who had been there, were newly gone to Hadly. 
hey killed ſeveral, amongſt others their Licutenant-Cooper was molt pcrit- 
diouſly Murthercd by them, without the leaft occaſion or Provocation gi- 
ven, They burnt down to the ground above thirty dwelling-houſes; 
and above twenty out-houſes:; amongſt others, Mr.Pelatiab Glover, Teacher 
of the Church there, 4s a great ſufferer, his Houſe, and Goods, and Books, 
and Writings being all conſumed in.one hour. Nevertheleſs there was-4 
reat mixture of mercy in this dark and diſmal diſpenſation. For God 
o ordered, as that an Indian who knew what was deligned the next day, 
ran away in the night, -and acquainted the Eng/iſh therewith, whence they 
had time and opportunity to eſcape to an houſe that was Fortihed 3 other- 
wiſe in probability the-Inhabitants had ſurely had their lives as well as their 
dwelling places cut off. 

Offober 13. The General Court fat in Boſton, during this Seſſion, a Comte 
mittee was with the concurrence of both Houſes appointed in order to a Re- 
formation of thoſe Evils which have provoked the Lord to bring the Sword 
upon us, and to withdraw from our Armies from time to time. The Attilt- 
ance of the Teaching Elders in the Churches was deſired, as in a caſe of that 
nature, it was proper for them to adviſe and help according to God, + 

There was a gracious preſence of God with them in their conſultations, 
all that were there with one voice agrecing in many particulars, in reſpect 
whereof Reformation ſhould be, and muſt be : e. g. *That ſome effectual 


* courſe ſhould be taken for the Supprethon - thoſe proud Exceſles in a 
* pax 
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© parel, hair, &c. which many (yea and the poorer fort as well as others) 
'<are ſhamefully guilty of. That opveo teſtimony ſhould be born againſt 
< fuch as are falſe Worſhi eſpecially Idolatrous Quakers, who ſet up 
< Altars againſt the Lords Altar, yea who ſet up a Chriſt whom the Scrip- 
<tures know not. That whereas exceſs in drinking is become a common 
© Sin, means ſhould be uſed to prevent an unneceſſary multiplication of Or- 
© dinaries, and to keep Town dwellers from frequenting Taverns : and that 
< whereas Swearing, hath been frequently heard, they that hear another 
© Swear profanely and do not complain of it to Authority, ſhall be puniſhed 
« for that concealment. Alſo that ſome further care ſhould be taken, that 
« the fourth and fifth Commandments be better obſcrved than formerly 3 and 
« that there may be no more ſuch Oppreſſion, either by Merchants or day- 
* Labourers as herctofore hath been 3 and that the Indian Trading-houlſes, - 
© whereby the Heathen have been debauched and ſcandalized againſt Religj- 
< on, be ſuppreſſed 3 and that more care ſhould be taken reſpecting the Rifing 
© Generation, than formerly hath been, that they might be brought under the 

«* diſcipline of Chriſt, &c.- Theſe things were unanimouſly conſented to. 
Ofiober 19, The Concluſions of the Committee, reſpe&ting Reformation 
of provoking evils were ligned, and delivered into the General Court, who 
voted acceptance thereof, and appointed another Committee to draw up 
Laws in order to the eſtabliſhment of the things agreed on. Now as I re- 
member that famous _—_—_ Mr. Fox (in As and Monments, 
vol. 2. pag. 66g.) obſerves, with re to the Reformation in K. Edward VI. 
Lis days, that that very day and hour when the Act for Reformation was 
put in execution at Loxdon, God gave the Engliſh a ſignal victory againſt the 
Scots at Muſcleborough ; fo 1t was proportionably with us. For that day 
when there was a vote paſſed for the Suppreſſion and Reformation of thoſe 
manifeſt evils, whereby the eyes of Gods Glory are provoked amongſt us, 
the Lord gave ſucceſs to our Forces, who that day encountred with the In- 
dians at Hatfield, The Engliſh loſt but one man in the hght (albeit ſome that 
were fent forth as Scouts were killed or Captivatcd) the Enemy fled before 
them, and ran into the River, many of them being ſcen to fall, but nighc 
coming on, it wasin vain to follow them further. And after that day, the 
Weſtern Plantations had little or no difturbance by them, but lived im quiet- 
neſs all the Winter, All this notwithſtanding, we may ſay as ſometimes the 
Lords People of old, the Harveſt is paſt, the Summer is ended, and we are not 
fved. The Sword having marched Eaftward, and Weſtward, ant North- 
ward, now beginneth to face toward the Soxth again. The Narraganſers, 
wha, were' the greateſt body of Indians in New-Eng/and; there bewgg ng 
kſ{6 then fix Sachims amongſt them ; having not as yet appeared in open 
| Holtility. 
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Hoſtility, Neverthelc(s Philips and Squaw-Sackims rien, when routed by 
the Engliſh Forces, were harboured amongſt the Narraganſets. When'the 
Commilhoners of the united Colonies fat at Bofton,: in the latter end of Sep- 
tember, one of the Narraganſet Sachims , and Meſſengers from other $4- 
chims there, made their appearance in Boſton3, they pretended nothing but 
_ good-will to the Engliſh, and promiſed that thoſe Enemies of ours, who had 
-- burnt ſo many houſes, and committed fo many Murders, and had fled to 
them for refuge, ſhould be delivered up by the latter end of Ofober. But 
when the time prefixed for the ſurrendry of the Wompanoags and Squam- 
Sachems Indians was lapſed, they pretended they could not do as they had. in- 
gaged at preſent, but after Winter they would doit, In the mean while, 
when the Engliſe had any ingagement with the Indians, wounded Indians 
came home to the Narraganſers, eſpecially after the hght at Hatfield, Ofob. 1 g. 
about forty wounded men were ſeen crofling the woods towards the 
Narraganſets : alſo ſome (at leaſt two Indians) from amongſt themlelves, 
came tothe Englzfh, and told them that the Nerraganſets were reſolved (if 
they could) to Icttroy the Englyh : but they were loth to begin to fall upon 
them before Winter, but in the Spring when they [hould have the leaves of 
treesand Swamps to befriend them, they would do it : wherefore it was 
judged neceſſary to ſend out Forces againſt them, and preparations were 
made accordingly. | 
There was fome agitation amongſt thoſe whom it did concern, where a 
perſon ſuitable for ſo great a truft might be found as General ; and that wor- 
thy Gentleman. Joſiah Winſlow Eſq, who ſucceeds his Father (of bleſſed me- 
) as Govemour of Plimouth, was pitched upon for this Shrvice. 
"Under his conduct therefore, an Army conliſting of at firſt a thouſand, 
and at laſt about fifteen hundred men, were (ent forth to execute the venge- 
ance of the Lord upon the perhidious and bloudy Heathen. But before.they 
{et out, the Churches were all upon their knees before the Lord, the-God- 
of Armies, intreating his favour and gracious {uccels in that undertaking, 
whercin the welfare of his people was ſo greatly concerned. This day of 
Prayer and Humiliation was obſerved Decemb. 2. when alſo ſomething 
hapned intimating as it the Lord were ſtill angry with our Prayers; for this 
' day all the houſes in Dwuonfickamuck were burnt by the Indians. 
Decemb. 8. The Army {et out from Boſton. Whilſt they were un 
this march, an Indian whoſe name was Peter, having, received fome Aut 
among his Country-men, came to the Engliſh, and diſcovered the plots of 
the Indians, told where they were, and promiſed to condud the Army to 
them. They were no ſooner arrived in the Narraganſet Country, but they 


killed and took captive above forty Indians. Being come to Mr, Smiths 
C. 2 houſc,, 
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houfe; they waited ſome days for Conneficut Forces. In the rfican while's 
party of the, enemy did treacherouſly get ir:to the houſe of Ferem. Bull 
(where was a Gariſon) burned the houſe, and flew about fourteen perſons, 

Decemib. 18: Connefticut Forces being come, -a March toward the enemy 
was reſolved upon : Peter Indian having infortned that the Body of Indians 
(only Ninnigret being one of their old crafty Sachems, had with ſome of his 
men withdrawn himſelf from the reſt, profeſſing that he would not ingage + 
in a War with the Engliſh, therefore did he go into a place more remote) 
was in a Fortabout eighteen miles diſtant from the place where our Army 
now was. The next day, although it were the Sabbath, yet, provitions 
being almoſt ſpent by our Souldiers, waiting ſo long for ConneGicut Forces, 
the Council of War reſolved to give Battle to the enemy. - The Engliſh 
Souldicrs played the men wondertully 3 the Indians alſo fought ftoutly, but 
wete at lait heat out of their Fort, which was taken by the Engliſh, There 
were hundreds of Wigwams (or Indian houſes) within the Fort, which our 
Souldiers ſet on fire, in the which men, women and children ( no man 
knoweth how many hundreds of them) were burnt to death, Night. com« 
ing on, a Retreat was ſounded, 

Concerning the number of Indians flain in this Battle, weare uncertain : 
"only ſome Tndians which afterwards were taken priſoners (as allo a wretch- 
. ed Engliſh man that apoſtatized to the Heathen, and fought with them a= 
gainſt his own Country-men but was at laſt taken and executed) conteſſed 
that the next day they found three hundred of their hghting men dead in- 
their Fort, , and that many men, women and children were burned in their 
Wigwams, but they neither knew, nor could conjecture how many: it is; 
{ſuppoſed that not leſs than a thouſand Tndizn Souls periſhed at that time. 
Ninnigret whoſe men buried the ſlain, afhrmeth that they found twenty and: 
two Indian Captains among the dead bodies. Of the Engliſh there were kil- 
led and wounded about two hundred and thirty, whereof only eighty,and 
five perſons are dead. But there was aſolemn rebuke of Providence at this 
time, in that ſix of our Captains were lain, viz. Captain Johnſon of Rox- 
bury, Captain Gardner of Salem, Captain Davenport of Bojton (fon to that 
Captain'Davenport who did/ great Service in the expedition againſt the 1n- 
dians in the Peguod War, Anno 1637.) Captain Gallop of New-London, Cap- 
tain Marſhal of Windſor, Captain Seily of Stratford, who dycd of ' his 
wounds ſome days after the fight was over. The three Captains firſt men- 
tioned, belonged to Mattachuſets Colony, the. three laſt tq Connedicxt, of. 
Plimonth Colony Captain Bradford (one of their. faithfut Magiſtrates, and 
ſon of him that was many years Governor. there) was ſorely wounded, but 
God'had mercy on him, and on his people in him, fo as toſpare his life, and. 
$6 reſtore him to ſome meaſure of health, albeit the bullet ſhot into him is 
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Rill in his body. Alſo Captain Goram of Barnſtaple in Plimonth Colony fell 
fick of a fever whereof he died. i 

Thus did the Lord take away ſcven Captains out of that Army. Alfofour- 
Lieutenants were wounded in that Fort-fight, ſo that though the Engliſh had 
the better of it, yet not without ſolemn and humbling rebukes of Provi- 
dence, At night as the Army returned to their quarters a great Snow fell, 
alſo part of the Army miſt their way, among whom was the General him- 
ſelf with his Lite-guard, Had the Enemy known their advantage, and pur- 
{ned our Soldiers (and we have fince heard that ſome of the Tadians did car- 
neſtly move that it might beſo, but others of them through the over-ruling 
hand of Providence would not conſent) when upon their: retreat,they might 
eaſily have cut off the whole Army : But God would be more gracious to us. 
Here then was not only a Victory, but alſo a ſignal Preſervation, for which 
let the Father of mercies have eternal glory. 

After this God ſeemed to withdraw from the Engliſh and take part with 
the Enemy. The next day the Indians finding but few Engliſh men dead 
in the Fort among their three hundred Indians that were flain, were much 
troubled and amazed, ſuppoling that no more of ours had been killed ; this 


blow did greatly aftoniſh them, and had the Ezglih immediately purſued * 


the Victory begun, in all likelihood there had been an end of our troubles ; 
but God ſaw that neither yet were we fit for deliverance. Wherefore Con- 
nefticut forces withdrew to Stonington, and there being ſo many killed and 
wounded amongſt thoſe that remained in the Narraganſet Country, alſo 
bread for the Soldiers being wanting, by reaſon the extremity of the wea- 
ther was ſuch, as that the Veſſels laden with Provition could not reach them, 
therefore the Army lay ftill ſome wecks, 

In this interval of time the Town of Mexndam (which before that had 
been forſaken of its Inhabitants) was-burnt.down by the Indians, 

Now doth the Lord Jeſus begin ſolemnly to fulfil his word, in removing 


Candleſticks out of their places, becauſe of- contentions and loſs of firſt Jove. - _ 


Surely when thoſe places are deſtroyed where Churches haye bcen planted; 
Candlclticks are removed out.of their places. But to proceed, when the 
Army was,juſt upon. the reſolve to return. home,.. becauſe Proviſions were 
ſpent, God ſo ordcred, as that a Veſſel laden with Victuals arrived, wheres. 
upon it was determined (Cw 43) to purſne the Enemy. Only it was thought 


neceſſary to deliſt from this purſuit until ConneFicat forces could return and 


join with ours. In.the interim, a firange ſudden Thaw. happened in 
the midſt. of Zanuary-(when in New-England the ſeaſon is wont to be ex- 
treme cold) that the ſnow melted.away m a little time :/ the-like weather 
hath rarely been known. in this Land at that time of the year, albeit ſome of 
the fixlt Planters ſay it was ſo above fifty years ago. However this. made - 
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wonderfully for the Indians advantage, for now they fled out-of the Narra- 
: ganſet Country, and whereas they.had been ſorely ſtraightned and diftreſled 
tor victuals, nowthe fnow being waſted, they tied upon Ground-nuts, = 

In fine, the Army purſued: them ſeveral days, overtook foe of them, 
killed and took about ſeventy perſons, were in fight of the main Body of 
. them, and could they have held out to have purſued them but one day longer: 
; probably this unhappy War had then been ended: but the Souldiers were 
tired with eight days March, and (having ſpent much of their proviſion 
- whilſt waiting for our Conm&icut Brethren) their bread failed, {o as that. 
- they were forced to kill horſes and feed upon them. 

| We have offen carried it before the Lord as if we would Reform our 
ways, and yet when it hath come to, we have done aothing : So hath the 
Lord carried toward us, as if he would deliver us, and yet hath deterred 
our Salvation, as we our ſelves have delayed Reformation. 

So then February 5. The Army returned to Boſton, not having obtained 
theend of their going forth. It was calie to conjecture that the Narragan- 
ſet,and Nipmuck,, and ©uabaog, and River Indians, being all come together, 

-and the Army returned, they would ſpeedily fall upon the Frontier Towns, 
And ſome of the Praying Indians who had been ſent out as Spies, and had 
been with the Indians beyond 20g, brought intelligence, that a French 
Man that came from Canady had been amongſt them,animating them againſt 
the Engliſh, promiſing a ſupply of Ammunition, and that they would come- 
next Summer and afſhift them z alſo the Indian Spies declared, that there was 
.a deſign, within ſuch a time to burn Lancaſter, which came to paſs both as 
'to the time and manner accordingly. 

For upon the 10. day of F ſome hundreds of the Indians fell upon 
:Lancaſter, burnt.many of the Houſes, kilP4 and took Captive above forty 
perſons. Mr. Rowlandſon (the faithful Paſtor of the Church there) had - 
his Houſe, 'Goods, Books, all burned ; his Wite, and all his Children led 
away Captive before the Enemy. Himſelf (as God would have it) was 
-not at home, whence his own perſon was delivered, which otherwiſe (with- 
out a Miracle) would have been endangered. Eight men loſt their lives, 
and were ſtripped naked by the Indians, becauſe they ventured their lives 
to ſave Mrs. Rowlandſon, P13: 

As this good Man retumed home (having been at Boſton to intercede 
with the Council that ſornething might be done for the fafety of that place) 
he ſaw his'Lancafter in flames, and his own houſe burat down, not having 
heard of it till his eyes beheld it;and knew notwhat was become of the Wite 
of his boſom, and Children of. his Bowels. This wasa moſt awful Provi- 
dence, and hath made me often think on-thofſe words, though Noah, Fob and + 
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Daniel were in it, they ſhould deliver but their own ſous, they ſhould deliver nei- 
ther ſons nor danghters,' they only ſhall be delivered, but the Land ſhall be deſs- 
late. And this deſolation is the more tremendous; in that this very day 
the Churches Weſtward were humbling themſelves: before the Lord. With- 
in a few days after this, certain Indians did ſome miſchiets at Malbury, Sud- 
bury, Chelmsford. | 

February 21. The Indians affaulted Medjield, and <lthough there were 
two or three hundred Soldiers there, they burnt half the Town, killed fe- 
veral Mer,, Women and Children (about eighteen in all) amongſt others 
their Licutenant Adams was ſlain. And ſoon after he was-killed, his Wife 
was caſually ſlain by an Engliſh-man, whoſe Gun diſcharged before he was 
aware, and the Bullet therem paſſed through the Boards: over-head; and 
mortally wounded Lieutenant Adams's Wite. It is a ſign God is angry, 
when he turns. our weapons againſt our felyes. | | 

February 23. Aday of Humiliation was attended in the old Mecting-houſe. 
in Boſton, but not without much diſtraction, becauſe of an Alarm, by reaſon 
of rumors, as if the Indians were doing miſchief within ten miles of Boſton. 

February 25. This night the Indians fired feven Houſes and Barns in 
Weymouth. 4 09 I. 

In the beginning of March, another ſmall Army was ſent out from Boſton, 
under the condut of that expert Soldier and Commander Major.Savage, to 
ſeek out the Enemy. Conneficut Forces met with ours at Srbaog, and 
they marcht together, but not following the direction of the (Natick_) Pray-- 
ing Indians, who were {ent as Pilots, the Army miſt their way, and was be-- 
wildred in the Woods. On a fudden when they thought on no ſuch thing, 
a party of Indians fired upon them and killed one. man, and wounded Mr, 
Gerſhom Bulkly, who is Paſtor of the Church in-Wethersfield ; whereupon: 
thoſe Indians were immediately purfued, who haſtned towards Northamptor. 
The Army following them thither,miſt of the main body of Indians. Never- 
thetels, there was a {ingular Providence of God ordering this matter, for the. 
rclicf of thoſe Weſtern Plantations, which otherwiſe in probability had been 
cut off, | 

For upon the fourteenth of March a multitade' of Indians fell upon North- 
hampton, broke through their Fortification in three places, burnt tive honſes, 
and five barns, and killed four Men and one Woman : but the. Town being 
fall of Soldiers, the Enemy was quickly.repul{cd, - with the Iofs of many of. 
their hives. OY 6:26 . 

Mareh 10. Miſchief was done, and ſeveral livescat off by the Indians this, 
day, at Groton and at Sudbury. An humbling Providence, inafrrmach as many 
Churches were this day Faſting and Praying; | 
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© , Mareh 12, Fhis Sabbatheleven Indians aſſaulted MrWiliamClark'shoufe 
10 Plimeuth, killed his Wifej-who was the Daughter of a godly Father and 
| Mothcr that came to New England on the account of:Religion, (See Ful 6,) 
and ſhe herſelf alſo a pious and prudent Woman 3 they allo killed her ſuck 
ing Ch 11, and knockt another Child (who was about eight years old)-in 
the head, ſuppoſing they had killed him, but afterwards he came to hims 
{elf again. 'And whereas there was'another Family beſides his own, entcr- 
tained-in Mr.Clark's houſe, the Indians defiroyed them all, root and branch, 
the Father and Mother and all the Children: ſo that. eleven perlons were 
murdered that day, under one roof 3 after which they fet the houſe on fire, 
The Leader of theſe Indians was one Totoſon, a fellow who was well acquain- 
cd with that houſe, and had received many kindnefles there, it being the 
manncr of thoſe brutiſh men, who are onlyskiltul to deltroy, to deal wort 
with thoſe who have done-moſt for them, | 
 March'13. The Intiiens aſſaulted Groton, and left but few houſes ſtanding, 
Sothat this day alſo another Candleſtick was removed out bf its place. One 
of the firſt houſes that the Enemy deftroyed in this place, was the Hoſe of 
God, þ.e. which was built and ſet apart for the- celebration of the publick 


Worlhip of God. 


When they had done that, they ſcoffed and blaſphemed, and came to 
Mr:ilard(the-worthy Paſtor of the Church there) his houſe (which being 
fortified, they attempted not to deſtroy it) and tauntingly ſaid, What will ye 
do for a houſe to pray in, now we have burnt your Meeting-Houſe ? "Thus hath 
the Enemy. done wickedly in the Sanctuary, they have burnt:up the Syna- 

pues of God in the Land z they have caſt hre into the Sanctuary 3 -they 
aave caſt down the dwelling place of his name to the ground, O God, how 
long ſhall the Adverſary reproach ? ſhall the Enemy blaſpheme thy name for ever 2? 
a _—_—— thou thine hand, -even thy right hand .: pluck it out-of thy

March 17. This day the Indians fell -ypon-Farwick,, and burnt it down 
to the ground, all but one. houſe. 13 

March to, Some of them returned into the Narraganſet Country, and 
burnt down the remaining Engliſh Houſes there, 

We are-now-come to the concluſion of the year 1675. which hath been 
the moſt troubleſom year that ever poor New England ſaw. What ending 
the preſent year ſhall haye, is with God, but it hath a moſt doleful begm-

For March 26.1676. being the Sabbath-day, the Indians aſſaulted Mal- 
bury, and conſumed a great part/of the-town 3. after which the Inhabitants 
apprehended themſclyes under a neceflity of delerting that place, wars: was

- This day alſo, Captain Pierce of Scitnate, with a party of about fifty 


Engliſh, and twenty Indians, who were Friendsto the Engliſh, purſucd a. 


{mall numberof the Enemy, who in deſperate ſubtilty ran away from them, 
and they went limping to poke the Engliſh believe they were lame, till they 
had led them into a ſnare: for ſuddenly a vaſt body of Indians did encompals 
them round 3 ſo that Captain Pjerce was ſlain, and forty and nine Engliþ 
with him, and cight (or more) Indians who did aſſiſt the Engliſh,and fought 


bravely in that engagement, 
How many of the Enemy fell we know not certainly, only we hear that 


ſome Indians, which have fince been taken by the Engliſh, confels that Cap»: 


tain Pierce, and thoſe with him killed an hundred and forty of them before 
they loſt their own lives, | 
pon this Lords-day another ſad thing likewiſe hapned 3 for near Spring- 
os there were cighteen Engliſh men riding tothe Town, to attend the ſc 
Worlhip of God on his Holy-day, And although they were Armed, 


there were ſeven or eight Indians, who lying in Ambuſcado, were ſo bold 
as to ſhoot at them. killed a Man and a Maid that rode behind him, 


the Englio being ſurpriſed with fear, rode away to ſave their lives: in the. 


mean while the Indians ſeized upon two women and children, and took 
them away alive,ſo that here we have cauſe to think of Joſhnahs words,who 
faid, O Lord, What ſhall I ſay when Iſrael turns their backs before the Enemies ? 
What ſhall be ſaid when eighteen Engliſh men well arm'd, fly before ſeven 
Indians ? This ſeems to argue ſomething of a divine forſaking, and diſptea- 
ſure in Heaven againſt us. The next day thoſe Indians were purſued, but 
when the Englifþ came in ſight thoſe barbarous wretches haſted to run 
away, but before they knocked the two Children on the head, as they were 
ſucking their Mothers breaſts, and then knocked their Mothers on the 
head : Nevertheleſs one of| them was alive when the ſouldiers came to her, 
and able to give an account of what the Indians had told her. Amongſt 
other particulars, they did affirm to her that there was a Budy of about three 


. thouſand Indians (no doubt but in that they did hyperbolize) near to Deer- 


feld,. and that they had newly received a great ſupply of powder from the 
Dmich at Albany: men that worſhip Mammon, notwithſtanding all prohibi- 
tions to the<contrary, will expoſe their own and other mens lives unto dan- 


er, if. they may but gain a little of this worlds good. 
7 ” , udbury, being alarumed - by: 
A - 
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what the Indians did. yeſterday to their neighbours in ppre 
hending they might come upon the enemy unawares, 'in caſe they ſhould, 
march after them in the night time,they _—_—_ to try what might bedong, 


and 
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and thatnot altogether without ſucceſs, For towards the morning whilſt 
it was yetdark, they diſcerned where the Indians lay by their Fires. And 
ſich was their boldneſs, as that about three hundred of thern lay all night 
within half a mile of one of the gariſon houſes in that Town where they had 
done ſich miſchief theday before. Albeit the darkneſs was ſuch as an Engliſh 
man could not be diſcerned from an Indian, yet ours being forty in number, 
diſcharged ſeveral times upon the enemy, and (as Indians taken fince that 
time do confeſs,) God ſo diſpoſed of the bullets that were ſhot at that time, 
that noleſs than thirty Indians were wounded, of whom there were four- 
teen that dyed, ſeveral of which had been principal actors in the late bloudy 
Tragedies. They fired hard upon the Exgliſh, but neither killed nor 
wounded ſo much as one man in the Skirmi 
March 28. The Indians burnt about thirty Barns, and near upon forty 
dwelling Houſes in Rehoboth, ſo that thereby the diflipation and defolation 
of that Church is greatly threatned, 
" The next day they burnt- about thirty houſes at the Town called Prove- 


Co 
In the beginning of April they did ſome miſchief at Chelmsford and Ando-« 
ver, Where a {mal} party of them put the Town into a great fright, cauſed 
all the people to fly into Gariſon-houſes, killed one man, and burnt one 
houſe, And toſhew what barbarous creatures they are, they exerciſederuelty 
towards dumb creatures. They took a Cow, knocked off one of her h 
cut out her tongue, and f© left the poor creature in great miſery, They pitt 
an Horſe, Ox,&&c. into an hovil, and then ſet jt on fixe, only to ſhew how 
they are delighted in exerciſing cruelty. 
 April'9. This day being the Lords day, there was an altarumat Charles- 
Town, Cambridg, and other Towns, by reaſon that ſindry of the enemy were 
ſeen at BNlerica, and (it feemeth) had ſhot a man there. This week we hear 
from Conneficxt, that a party of their Souldiers went with many of the Pe- 
quods, and Monbegins, and ſome of Nimegrets Indians, to ſeck after the ene- 
my; and they killed and took captive forty and four Indians without the 
's of any of ours: am whorn were ſeveral of their Chief Captains, 
and their great Sachem called Brnoncher, who was a principal Ring-leader 
ii the Narraganſet War, and had _ an interelt and influence, ascan be 
faid of any among the Tndians. This great Sachem was purſuedinto a Ri- 


ver by one of Ninnegret his men, and there taken. Being apprehended he 
was carried away to Stonington, where the Engliſh caufed the Prqwods and. 
Modegins, and Nihnegr! zany, to joyn together in ſhooting, Pranm- 
ebex, Lag head, which was ſent to Harford. - And hexelnthe' 
Englife dekls willy, for by this means, thoſe three' I1dian Nations are! 
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become abominable to the other Indians, and it is now their intereſt to b 
faithful to the Engliſh, ſince their own Country-men will never forgiv© 
them, on account of their taking and killing the Sachem mentioned : So 
that there was a gracious ſmile of providence mn this thing, yet not without 
matter of humbling to.us, in that the Sachem was apprehended not by 
Engliſh but by Indian hands. | 

April 19. The Indians killed a man at Weymouth, and another at Hing- 
ham. And they burnt down the mag ws houſcs at Malbery. 

April 20. A day of Humiliation was obſerved in Boſton. The next day 
fad tidings came tous. For the enemy ſet upon Szdbury, and burnt a great 
part of. the Town, and whereas Captain Wadſworth (a prudent and faithful 
man) was ſent out for their relief with about ſeventy armed men, a great 
body of Indians {urrounded them, ſoas that above fifty of ours were ſlain 
that day, amongſt whom was Captain Wadſworth and his Lieutcnant 
Sharp. - Alſo Captain Brattlebanck, (a godly and choiſe ſpirited man) was 
killed at the ſame time. Alſo they took hve or fix of the Engliſh and car- 
ried them away alive, but| that night killed them in ſuch a manner as none 
but Salvages would have done. For they ſtripped them naked, and cauſed 
them torun the Gauntlet, whipping them after a cruel and bloudy manner, 
and then threw hot afhes upon them 3 cut out thefleſh of theirlegs, and put 
fire into their wounds, delighting to ſee the miſerable torments of wretched 
creatures, Thus are they the perfe& children of the Devil. What numbers 
the Indians loſt in this fight, we know not, only a Captive ſince eſcaped out 
of their hands, affirms that the Indians (aid one to another, that they had 
an hundred and twenty hghting men kill'd this day, 

The ſame day (as'is judged fifty) Ind:ans burnt nineteen houſes and barns 
at Situate in Plimouth Colony, but were notably encountred and repelled 
from doing further miſchief by the valor of a few of the inhabitants. 

April 24. Skulking Indjans did fome miſchief in Braintry, but the inha- 
bitants received not any conſiderable damage by them. 

April 27. A ſmall number of them near Woodeocky who keeps the Ordie 
nary in the Road to Rehobath, watched their panty and killed his ſon, 
ws another man, and greatly wounded another of his ſons, and ſhot him- 
{ef through the arm, and then burnt his ſons houſe. 

- At Boſtonthere isa Preſs.in order to ſending forth another Army to pur- 
ſue the enemy 3 for we hear there is a great body of them near Malbury, (as 
tis apprehended) of many hundreds, + Ale 

Akae this time, in ConneZicet Colony, Capt. Denniſon with ſixty.lix Vo- 
lunteers, and an hundred and twelve Peqwod-Indians, purſuing the common 
enemy, took and flew ſeventy and fix Indians. - Amongſt the flain' was the 
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alſo a Sachem, and. another Sa+ 
-chem called Chickpn, and- one great Counſellor, They took and ſpoiled an 
hundred and fixty buſhels of the Indians Corn. None of ours either Engliſh 
or Indians that did ingage with and for the Engliſh, were loſt when this cx- 
ploi t was done. 
In the month'of April, many of the Eaſtern Indians having been ſore! 
diſtreſſed, and fain to wander up and down for meat, fo asthat they lived 
for ſome time upon no other food then the skins of wild creatures, which 
they ſoaked in water till they became ſoft and catable, notwithſtanding the 
outrages and murthers (for they have ſhed the blood of about forty feven 
perſons) by them committed,they did in confidence of favour from the En- 
gliſh come and ſubmit themſelves, alleadging that the injuries done by 
them were grounded upon a miſtake. . For when a party of Engliſh came 
in a Warlike poſture upon ſome of their WebbZ (as they call them) z. e. Wo- 
men as they were gathering Corn, an Indian ſeeing it, ran to the other Indi- 
ans and told them that the Engliſh had (though it were not at all ſo) killed 
all thoſe Indian women, and therefore they took tip arms to revenge that 
ſuppoſed injury. - Alſo they plead for themſelves, that a Fiſher-man told 
one of them, that the Engl; would deſtroy all the Indians, and when in- 
quiry was made of another Englih man (thought to be more diſcreet than 
the former) he, confirmed what the other had faid, and that ſome rude 
i” CT purpoſely over v4 a Canoo wherein was an Indian Lad 3 and that 
akhougha Squaw dived to the bottom of the River and fetched him up alive, 
yet that the Lad never came to himſelf again. It is greatly to be lamented 
that the Heathen ſhould have any ground for ſuch allegations, or that they 
fhould be ſcandalized by men that call themſelves Chrittians, | 
: "May: 3. Was the day of Elefion for Governour and Magiſtrates in.the 
Mattachuſets Colony. This day the Lord by a wonderful hand of providence, 
wrought Salvation for Mrs. Rowlandſon and returned her to Boſton, after ſhe 
had been eleven weeks in Captivity amongſt the Heathen. This is a Token 
for good, being a' great anſwer of Prayer, For by reaſon of her near re- 
lation'toa Man of God. much Prayer had been particularly made before the 
Lord on her bchalf. Nevertheleſs did the Lord manifeſt his holy diſpleaſure, 
inaſmuch as at Haveril and Bradford, a {mall company of Indians killed two 
men and carried away a man and a woman, and five children alive. | 
May 6. Our Foxces which are abroad met with a party of Indians, and 
killed about thirteen of them, and had probably deltrxoyed many more of 
them, had not an Engliſh man unhappily ſounded a Trumpet, whereby the 
enemy had notice to eſcape.. 'The Praying Indians did good Service at that 
time, infomuch_ as many who had bard thonghts of them all, begin lobe 
| em- 
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themſelves, and to have a good opinion of thoſe Praying Indians who have 
been ſouniverſfally decryed. . 

May 8. About ſeventeen Houſes and Barns did the Indians fire and de- 
ſtroy at Bridg-water. About this time they. killed four men at Taxnton, as 
they were at work in the held, by whoſe death about thirty Children were 
made Fatherleſs. But the Lord in the nick of time, ſent Thunder and Rain, 
which cauſed the Enemy to turn back. {if : 

May 9. Aday of Humiliation by Faſting and Prayer,was attended in the” 
Town-houſe at Boſton, by the Magiſtrates, and Deputies of the General 
Court, with Aſſiſtance of ſo many Teaching Elders as could be obtained. Al- 
though many fuch ſolemn occaſions haveat times been attended in former 
years, yet it hath been obſerved by ſome, that God did always fignally own 
his Servants, upon their being before him in'fuch a way and manner: And ſo 
it was now 3 for the very next day after this, a Letter came from Conneficut 
to Boſton, informing, that God had let looſe the Mohawks upon our Enemies, ] 
and that they were ſick of Fluxes,and Feavers, which proved mortal to mul- 
titudes of them. And whereas a ſpecial requeſt left before the Lord this 
day, was, that he would (as a token for good) cauſe our poor Captives to be. 
returned to us again, and particularly thoſe that were taken from, Haveril the' 
laſt week, God gave x cy and ſpeedy Anſwer, bringing home thofe: 
very Captives in patticular, and many other, yea at lkeaftfixreen of our poo. 
ſighing Priſoners,who were appointed todeath,did the Eord looſe and return 
unto us, within eight weeks- after this-day; and divers of them within'three 
days after this ſolemn day-of Prayer- There are who have dated the turn of 
Providence towards us in this Colony, and againſt the Enemy in a wonder- 
ful manner, from this day forward : yet ſome leſſer and more inconfiderable. 
devaſtations happened ſoon after in Plimouth Colony. For, |

. May18. This day that happened which' is worthy to beremembred. For 
at North-hampton; Hadly, and the Towns thereabouts, 'two Engliſh Captives 
eſcaping from the. Enemy, informed-tlHhidt a = 7" body o Indi ba 
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ſcated themſelves not far from Pacamptuch, and that they were very ſecure; 
ſo that ſhould forces be ſet forth againſt them, many of the Enemy would: 
(in probability) be cut off without any difficulty. Hereupon the ſpirits of 
m-n in thoſe towns were raiſed with an earneſt defire to {ce and try what 
might be done. They ſent to their neighbors in Connefticet for a ſupply of 
men, but none coming, they raiſed about an hundred and fourſCore out of 
their own Towns, who arrived at the Indian Wigwams betimes in the mor- 
ning, fmding them ſecure indeed; yea all aſleep without having any Scouts 
abroad 4, ſo that ou Soldiers came and put their Guns into their Wigwams' 
before the Indians were aware of them, and made a great and notable 
laughter amongſt them, Some of the Soldiers athrm, that they numbred 
above one hundred that lay dead upon 'the ground, and belides thoſe, o- 
- thers told about an hundred and thirty, who were driven into the River, 
and there periſhed, being carried down the. Falls, The River Kiſhon, ſwept 
them away, that antient River, the River Kiſhon. O my ſoul, thou haſt trodden 
down ſtrength. And all this while but one Engliſhman killed, and two woun= 
ded. But God ſaw that it things ended thus, another and not Chriſt would 
have had the Glory of this victory, and therefore in his wiſe providence 
' he ſodiſpoſed, as that there wasat laſt ſomewhat a. tragical iſſue of this Ex- 
ition. For an Engliſh Captive Lad, who was found in the Wigwams, 
{pake as if Philip were coming with a thouſand Indians ; which falle report 
being famed ( Fama bells ftant,) among the Soldiers, a pannick terror fell 
upon many of them, aind they haſted homewards ina confuſed rout, Toe 
Ad ive TS: T0gur. In the mean while a party of Indians from an Ifland 
(whoſe coming on ſhore might cafily have been prevented, and the Soldicrs 
before they ſet out from Hadly were earneſtly admoniſhed to take care. about 
that matter) aſſaulted our men; yea, to the great diſhonour of the Engliſh, 
.2 few Indians purſued ourSoldiers four or five miles, who were in number 
near twice as many as the Enemy. In this Diſorder, he that was at. this 
' time the Gd Coppaſns whoſe name was Twrner, Joſt his life, he was pur- 
ſed through a River, received. his fatal firoke as he paſſed through that 
which is called the Green River, and as heicame out of the Water he tell in- 
. to the handgof the Uncircuryciled, who ftiripped him (as ſome whoſay they 
faw "it affirm.) and rode away upon his horſe, and between thirty and 
forty more were loſi in this retreat. 

Within a few days after this, Captain Trrner's dead Corps was found a 
ſmall diſtance from the River, it appeared that he had beenſhot through the 
thigh-and back, of which it's pidged hedieddpeedily withoutany great tor- 
ture from the Enemy. However it were, it 15/evident that the Engliſh ob- 
$ained a waory at this-time,yet it itbeas ſome Indians have fince _ the 
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Victory was not fo great as was at firft apprehended : Fox ſundry of them 
whoy were at ſeveral times taken after this laughter affirm that many of the 
Indians that were driven down the Falls, got fate on ſhore again, and that 
they loſt not above threeſcare men in the hght : alſo' that they killed thir- 
ty and eight Exgliſh men, which indeed is juſt the number mifling. _ There 
is not much heed to be given to Indian Teſtimony, yet when circumſtances 
and artificial arguments confirm zyhat they ſay, it becometh an impartial 
Hiſtorian to take notice thereof, is it tobe doubted but the loſs of the 
Enemy was greater than thoſe Captives taken by our Forces'abroad did ac- 
knowlkdge. Some other Indians ſaid, that they loſt ſeveral hundreds at this 
time, amongſt whom there was one Sachem. I am informed that divers In- 
dians who were in that battel, but fince come in to the Engliſh at Norwich, 
fay that there were three hundred killed at that time, which is alſo confir- 
med by an Indian called Pombam, who faith that of that three hundred there 
were an hundred and ſeventy fighting men, - Whatever the victory or ſuc» 
ceſs of that engagement might be, it was the Lords doing, and let him alone 
have all the Glory. | 

May 23. Some of our Troopers fell upon a party of Indians (about fifty: 
jn number) not far from Rehoboth, and flew ten or twelve of them, with the 
loſs of only one Engliſh man. The Indians betook themſelves to a River, 
and had not ſome Foot-Soldiers on the other fide of the River, too flidden-- 
ly diſcovercd themſelves, probably there had been a greater ſlaughter of the 
Enemy, who haſted out of the River again, and fled into a. Swamp where: 
there was no purſuing of them. | 

May 30, The Enemy appeared at Hatfield, fired about twelve houſes- 
and barns without the Fortitication, killed many of their Cattel, drave away 
almoſt all their Sheep, ſpread themſelves in the meadow between Hatfield 
and Hadley, Wherevpon twenty tive ative and'refolirte' men weng fram 
Hadly to xelieve their diſtrefſed Brethren. The Indians ſhot at them ere th 
could get out of the Boat, and wounded one of them. Ours nevertheleſs: 


charged on the Enemy, ſhot down hve or fix at the firſt volley near the 

River. Then they made-haſt toward the town Fighting with a great num-- 
berof the Enemy, many falling before theni. Ah ay encompaſt with. 
a numerous {warm of Indians, who lay in Ambuſhbehind amoſt every tree,” 
and place of advantage, yet the Engliſh loft not'one man, tiff within abour 
an hundred rod of the Town, when five of ours were ſhin';; among whom: 
was a precious young, man, -whoſe' name was Smith , that place having.

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- In theſe twolaſt months of May and April, beides the Sword of War, in - 
-reſpe&t of the Heathen, the Sword of the hath been drawn againſt this 
"Land, in reſpe&t of Epidemical Diſeaſes, which fin hath brought upon us3 
Sore and (doubtleſs) Malignant Colds prevailing every where. I cannot 

* hear-of one Family in New England that hath wholly eſcaped the Diftem- 
per, but there have been many Families wherein every one in the Houſe 
-was fick and ill diſpoſed. ' So as that thee have been many ſick and weak, 

and ſome are fallen aſleep, yea ſome ent and uſeful Inftraments hath 
the Lord removed, and dp breaches thereby upon divers of the Colonies 
of New England. _. | 
©  Connedicut is deprived of their worthy and publick-ſpirited Governour 
Winthrop. This Colony-of Mattachuſets hath been bereaved-of twd, (viz. . 
Major Willard and Mr-Reſſe/) who for many years had approved themſelves 
faithful in the Magiſftracy. And the death of a few ſuch is as muchas if 
thouſands had fallen; yet many other righteous and uſeful ones are gone; 
laving, us behind in the ftorm. And amongſt the common people, not a 
few have been carried to their Graves in theſe two laſt Months. We have 
heard of no leſs: than eight in one ſmall Plantation: buried in one' week, 
wherein alſo twenty a died this Spring. , And in another little Town 
nineteen pores have died within a few weeks. We in Boſton have: ſeen 
(# fad and ſolemn fpeRacle!) Coffins meeting one another, and three or four 
put into. their Graves in one day. Inthe month of May about fifty perſons 
are deceaſed in this Town, By which things, God from Heaven ſpeaks to 
us and would giveus to underſtand, that if the Sword will not reform us, he: 
hath other: Judgments-in ſtore, whereby he can ſuddenly and caſily bring 
us down, .The.Lord help us to apply our hearts unto Wiſdom, and make 
us thankful, in that he hath been intreated graciouſly and wonderfully to 
reſtore health unto.us again, - | 
In the latter end of. eni/beginning of Fune, the Indians have been 
leſs aQtive in the parſuit of their miſchievous deligns againſt the Engliſh, One / 
reaſon whereofhath been,in that it was now theirplanting and fiſhing time: 
for atthistime of the year, they ſupply themſelves with fiſh out of the Ponds 
and Rivers wherewith this good Land doth abound, and'dry it againſt the 
Sun, ſoasthat they can lay up in ſtaxe; for. toſerve them the year about. But - 
it would have; been.no wiſdom om for the -Engliſh to ſuffer them ſo- to do. 
Wherefore thus four or five hundred Soldiers were ſent out of this Colony, 
and as many;( Engliſh and Indians together) of Connedticut, to ſeek out and 
Fane 7.

" Alſo CouneGicat Forces, whilſt upon their march, killed and took above 
fifty Indians: and not leng after that, a ſmall party of Connedicur Souldiers 
with the affiſtance of a few of thoſe Indians who have. been friends to the 
Englifh, flew and took forty and four of the Enemy in the Narraganſee 
Country 3 all theſe exploits _ performed without the loſsof any of ours. 
Frne 12, Ti c Enemy aſſaulted Hadly, in the morning, Sun an hour high 
three Souldiers going out of the Town without their Arms 3 were diſſwa- 
ded therefrom by a Serjeant, who ſtood at the Gate, but they alleadging that 
they intended not to go far, were ſuffered to paſs, within a while the Serjcant 
apprehended, that he heard ſome men running 5 and looking over the For- 
titication, he ſaw twenty Indians purſuing thoſe three men who were fo ter- 
rified, that they could not cry out 3 two of them were at laſt killed, and the 
other ſo mortally wounded as that he lived not above two or three days 3 
wherefore the Serjeant gave the Alarm. God in great mercy to thoſe 
Weſtern Plantations had fo ordered-by his providence, as that ConneGicus 
Army was come thither before this onſet from the enemy. Beſides En- 
gliſh, there were near ypon two hundred Indians in Hadley, who came to 
fight with and for the Englifh, againſt the common enemy, who was quick- 
ly driven oft at the Sowth exd of the Town, whilſt our men were purſuing of 
them here, on a ſudden a great Swarm of Indians iſſued out of the Buſhes, 
and made their majn affault at the North end of the Town, they fired-a Barn 
which was without the Fortifhications, and went intoan houſe, where the in- 
habitants diſcharged a great Gun upon them, whereupon about fifty Indi- 
ans were ſeen running out of the houſe in great hafte, being terribly frighted 
with the Report and ſlaughter made amongſt them by the great Gun. Ours 
followed the enemy (whom they judged to beabout five hundred, and by In- 
dian report ſince, it ſeems they were ſeven hundred) neer upon two miles, 
and would fain have purſued them further, but they had no Order ſo todo. 
Some in thoſe parts think, that as great an opportunity and advantage as 
hath been fince the war began, was loſt at this timez the Lord having broughe 
the enemy to them, and there being Engliſh and Indians enough co purſue 
them :; But others ſappoſing that then they ſhould impede the defign of com- 
ing upon them at the Fall, nothing -was done until it was too late, only 
the Towns in thoſe places were eminently ſaved, and but few of ours that loſt 
their lives in this Skirmiſh, nor is it as yet known how many the enemy 
loſt in this fight. The Engliſh could find but three dead Indians: yet ſome of 
them who have beentaken Captive, _—_ that they had thirty men kill'd this 
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day. And fince we havebeen informed by Indians, of that which is much to 
be obſerved, viz. that while the Indian men were thus fighting againſt Had 
ley, the hand of the Lord ſo diſpoſed, as that the Mobawks came upon their 
Head- Quarters, and {mote their Women and Chilaren with a great Slaugh- 
ter, and then returned with much plunder. If indeed it was fo ( and the 
Indians arc under no temptation to report a falſhood of this nature ) it is a 
very memorable paſſage. 

Tune 15. This day was (cen at Plimonth the perfea form of an Indian 
Bew appcaring in the air z which the Inhabitants of that place ( at lealt ſome 
of them ) look upon, as a Prodigious Apparition. The like was taken notice 
of, alittle before the Fort Fight in the Narr&ganſet Countrey. Who know- 
th but that it may be an Omen of ruine to the enemy, and that the Lord 
will break the bow and ſpear aſunder, and make wars to ccalc unt o the ends 
of the earth ? Nor is this (may I here take occalion a little to agreſr, in Or- 
der to the. inſerting of ſome things, hitherto not ſo much obſerved, as it may 
be they ought to be ) che firſt Prodigy that hath been taken notice of in News- 
England. Itis a common obſervation, verified by the experience of many 
Ages, that great and publick, Calamities ſeldom come upou any place without 
Prodigious Warnings to forerun and ſignifie what is to be expeficd. IT am flow 
to believe Rumors of this nature, nevertheleſs ſome things 1 have had cer+ 
tain Information of. 

It is certain, that before this War brake out 3 viz on Sept. 19, 1674. In 
Hadley, Northampton, and other Town thereabouts was heard the report 
of a great piece of Ordinance, with a ſhaking of the earth, and a conſidera- 
ble Eccho, when as there was no Ordinance really diſcharfed at or near any 
ef thoſe Towns at that time. Yea no lels than ſeven years before this war 
there were plain prodigious Notices of it. For, 

Anno 1667. There were fears on the ſpirits of many of the Engliſh, 
concerning Philip and his Indians, and that year, Novemb. 30. aboutg. or 
IO. bo. A. M, beinga very clear, ſtill, Sun-ſhine morning, there were divers 
Perſons in Maldon, .who heard in the air on the South-eaſt of them, a great 
Gun go off, and as ſoon as that was paſt, they heard the report of {mall 
Guns like musket (hot, diſcharging very thick, as if it had becn at a general 
Training ; but that which did moſt of all amaze them, was the flying of the 
Bullets that came ſinging over their heads, and ſeemed to be very near them, 
after this they heard drums paſling by them and going Weliward. The ſame 
day, at Scitzate, (and in other places) in Plimonth Colony, they heard as it 
were the running of troops of horles. 

I would not have mentioned this relation, had I not received it from ſeri- 
ous,faithful and judictous hands,cven of thoſe who were car-witneſles of theſe 
things, And

And now that I am upon this Digreſion, let me add, that the monſtrous 
births which have at ſundry times hapned, are ſpeaking ſolemn providences. 
Efpccially that which was at Woburn, Febru. 23. 1670. When the Wite of 
Foſeph Wright was delivered of a Creature, the torm thereof was as follow- 
eth. © The head, neck and arms in true form and ſhape of a child, but it 
** had no breaſt bone nor. any back bone 3 the belly was of an extraordinary 
«* bigneſs, both the fades and back being like a belly, the thighs were very 
* {mall without any thigh bones 3 It had no buttocks, the Membram Virile 
* was a meer bone 3 it had no paſſage fornature in any part below 3 the feet 
* turned directly outward, the heels turned up, and like a bone, It being o- 
* pened, there were found two great lumps'of ficſh on the fides of the 
* feeming belly ; the bowelsid lie on the upper part of the breaſt by the 
* Vitals, This was teſtified before the Deputy Guvernour Mr. Willoughby 
on the 24, of March following, by Mrs. Fobxſon Midwife, Mary Kendal, 
Ruth Bloghead, Lydia Kendal, Scen allo by Capt. Edward Fobnſor. Licut. 
Fobn Carter, Henry Brook, Fames Thomſon, Iſaac Cole. 

There are judicious perfons, who upon the conlidcration of fome-rela- 
eive circumſtances, in that monſtrous birth, have concluded that God did 
thereby bear witneſs againſt the ' Diſorders of ſome in that place. As in the 
days of our Fathers, it was apprehended that God did teſtifie from heaven 
againſt the monſtrous Familifiical Opinions that were then ſtirring, by that 
dirctul Monſter which was brought forth by the wife of Jilliam Dyer; Octo. 
17. 1637. a deſcription whereof may be ſeen in Mr. Felds his Hiltory ofthe 
Riſe and Ruine of Antinomianiſm. p. 43, 44+ and in Mr. Clarks Examples 
yol. 1. P. 249. 

Certainly God would have ſuch providences to be obſerved and recorded 3 
He doth not ſend fuch things for nothing, - or that no notice ſhould be taken 
of them. And therefore was willing to give a true account thereof, hoping 
that thereby miſtakes and falſe Reports may be prevented, 

To go on then with our Hiſtory. 

Fune. 16. Our Forces marched towards the Falls,ours on the Eaſt and Con- 
nefticut on the Teſt fide of the River. when they were about three miles out 
of the Towns, a vehement ſtorm of rain, with thunder and lightening over- 
took them, yet continuing but a while, they paſſed on till they came-to the 
Falls, but the enemy was then gone. The next day it rained again, and con- 
tinucd a cold Euroclydon, or, North-eaſt ſtorm all that day and night, ſo that 
our Souldiers received much damage in their arms, ammunition and provi 
ſion ; and the next day (bcing Lords day) returned to the Towns, weary 
and diſcouraged, the Lord having fſeermed to fight againſt them by the ſtorm 


mentioned. Thus doth the Lord: in Wiſdom and Faithfulneſs mix his 
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Difpenſation towards us. Pg 

June 19. A party of Indians ſet upon Swanzy and burnt down the re- 
mainivg houſes there, except tive houſes whereof _ were Gariſons, 

Fune 20. Connect Forces returned home in order to a receuit, in- 
tending to meet with ours the next week at @uabaog. 

 Fune. 2.1 was kept as a day of ſolemn Humiliation in one of the Churches in 

Bojton,. {o was the next day in all the Churches throughout the Colony. of 
Plimouth) Aﬀtex which wc have not received ſuch ſad tidings, as uſually ſuch 
dayes have been attended with; ever ſinee this ar began ( as the precedent 
Ehftory. doth make to appear ) but rather. ſuch Intellegince from divers parts 
of the. Country as doth adminiſter groung of hopc, and of rcjoycing, the 
Lord ſeeming to return with mercy to.his people, and to bring the enemy 
into greater Farefles then formerly. ey 

Fane 28. About thirty of ours adventured to go up the Rivex towards 
the Falls at Deer field, toſce what Indians: they could eſpy chereabouts, | but 
coming they found none. They went to an Iſland where they found an hun- 
dred Wigwams, and tome Engliſh plundered Goods, which they took, ant 
2urnt the Bigwams. Allo they marched up to a Fort which the Indians 
had built there, and deſtroyed it. Digging here and there they found ſeve- 
xal Indian Bazns}, where was abundance of Fiſh,. which they took and 
{poiled, as alſo thirty of their Canoos, fo: that it appears that the Heathen 
are diſtrefſed and ſcattered ,. being no more able to continue together in 
fuch great Bodyes as formerly. | 

Fune29. Was obſerved as a day of publick Thankygiving to celebrate the. 
praiſes of that God, who hath begun to anſwer Prayer. And although 
; there is cauſe for Humiliation before the Lord, inaſmuch as the Sword is till 

drawn againſt us, nevertheleſs we are under deep engagement to make his, 
praiſe glorious 3 conſidering how wonderfully he hath reſtrained and check- 
ed the infolency of the Heathen. That ViGory which. God gave to our. 
Army, December 19. and again May 18. is never to be fergotten; alſo in that 
divers Indian Sachims ( ctpecially- their great Sachim Dxanoxchet ) have 
fallen before the Lord, -and before his Servants. And inthat things have been 
no worſe with us, ſince the year of, trouble hath been upon us, that no more 
Indians have been: let looſe upon us , ; but many of them have been our 
friends, that no more Plaxtations. have been made deſolate, which nothing, 
but the reſtraining gracious providence of God hath prevented,, for the 
Enemy might cafily have deſtroyed ten times as many Towns as they have 
done, had not he that (ets bounds to the raging of the Sea, reſtrained them ;, 
yea one-whole Colony hath been in a manner untouched, ſaving that one ſma1] 


deſerted. Plantation therein was burnt: by the Indians 3 allo ſundry Toe 
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that have been fiercely- afſaulted by the Enemy, having obtaincd help from 
' God, to continue to this day, as brands plucked out of the fire, and as mo-- 
numents of the ſparing mercy- of God, although they have been in the fire 
they are not conſumed. And God hath returaed many ot. our Captiver, 
having given them to find compaſſion before them wholed them Captive 
and. cauſed the Enemy-to entreat them well, in the time ofafli ion, and in 
the time of evil, and-by Ttrange wayes at laſt delivered them. He hath alfo 
ſent ina ſupply of Corn from beyond Sea, this Spring and before winter, 
without which we could not cafily have fent out ſuch Armies( however ſmall 
and not worthy of the name of Armier\in other parts of the World ; yet 
with us they arc Armies) aShave been purſuing the Enemy, Its wonder- 
fuk to conſider, how that the Lord hath viſited his People in giving them: 
Bread, when a Famine was expected. And this Suramer, God hath cauſed 
the ſhower to-come down in its ſeaſon, there have been ſhowers of Blcfling 
' when ſome beginnings of a Drought were upon the Land. And fore- Dif 
cafes hath the Lord rebuked 3 whereas the ſmall Pox and other Malignant 
avd Contagiow Diſtempers have been amongſt us ſince this War: began, God 
hath been entreated to have compaſllion on us, and to reſtore health unto 
his people. Moreover, we are {till under the enjoyment of our Liberties, 
both Civit and Spiritual: for ſuch catifes as theſe, the day mentioned was- 
obſerved ( by order of the Council ) as a day of publick Thankſgiving 
throughout this Colony.? And behold when we began to ſing and ropraiſe 
the Lord whoſe mercy. \endureth for ever, he hath as it were ſet Ambuſh- 
ments againſt the Enemy, and they were (mitten, yea they. have fince that- 
been ſmiting and betraying one another, 
There are two things here oblervable : 

1. Whereas this. very day of the Moneth ( viz. "ow 29. ) was kept as 
a day of publick Humilzation the laſt year, being the firſt Fojt that was ob- 
ſerved in this Colony on the account of the preſent Yr, God hath {o orde-. 
red, as that the ſame dayof the moneth was in the year after ſet apart to mag- 
nifie his Name on the account of _mercies received, being the firſt pablick day: 
of- Thankſgiving, which hath. becn attended throughout: this Colony fince- 
the War began. | 

2+ The Lord from Heaven ſmiled upon us at. this time; for the day- 
before this Thanks-giving, as alſo the day after, he gave.us to hear of more 
of-our Captives returned 3 particularly Mr. Rowlandſors Children are now- k 
brought in as anſwers of Prayer. Itisnot aſmall mercy, that the mother 
and children ( only one child was killed when the other were taken ) ſhould: 
all-of them be ſaved alive, and carried through the Jaws of ſo many deaths, 
and at laſt brought home in peace, that ſo.they and. all that ever ſhall hear of 
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- it, -mightTeeand know, « that the Lord Jehovah, is a God that heareth praycr 
Allo the-night after this T hanksgiving, intelligence came to Boſton, that a 
chiet Narraganſct Sachim , is now ſuing to the Engliſh for peace, and that 
an Ir:dian was come in to the Engliſh near Rehoboth, who informed that Philip 
was not far off, - and thatthe had but thirty men ( beſides Women and Chil- 
dren) with him 3 and promiſed: to conduc the Engliſh to the place where 
Philip was lurking, ard might probably be taken z Moreover, the Indian af- 
firmed, that th ofe Indians who are known by the name of Mauquawogs ( or 
Mohawks, #. e Man-eaters had lately fallen-upon Philip, and killed fifty of his 
men. -And if the variance between Philip & the Mauquawogs came to pals, as 
is commonly reported & apprehended, there was a marvcldus ftmger of God 
in it. For we hcar that Philip being this winter entertained in the Mohawks 
Country, made ithis defign to breed a quarrel betwen the Engliſh and them ; 
to cf.& which divers of our returned Caprives do report that he reſolved co 
kill Come ſcattering Mohawky, and then to fay that the Engliſh had done it:but 
one of thoſe whom he thought to have killed, was onl; wounded, and got 
away to his Country-men, giving them to underſtand, that not the'Englhſh 
but Philip had killed the Men that were Murdered, fo that in ſtead of bring- 
ing the Mobawks upon the Engliſh, he brought.them upon himſelf. Thus 
hath he conceived miſchief and brought forth falſhood, he made a pit and 
digged it, and is fallen into the ditch which he hath made, his miſchiet ſhall 
return apon his own head, and his violent dealing ſhall come down upon his 
own pate. The Heathen are (enkx downinto the pit that they made, in the. 
net which they. had hid, .is their own foot taken the Lord is known by the 
kadgment which he executeth, the wicked is ſnared in the work of his own 
hands. Higgaion. Selah. 

Fune 30. This day Souldiers marched ont of Poftoy towards the place, 
where Philip was ſuppoſed to be. But when they came chither, they tound 
that he was newly gone. We hear that he is returned to Mount- and 
that a conſiderable body of Indians are gathered to that place, where the ' 
War began, and where (-it may be ) way muſt be made towards an end of 
theſe troubles. Yet who knoweth how cruclly a dyivg Beaſt may bite 
before his expiration ? Alſo Plimouth Companies being abroad under the 
condut of Major Bradford, the Lord went forth with them, this day cau- 
ling the enemy to fall before them. They were in danger of being cut off 
by a, party of Indians who lay in Ambnfſh for that end, but ſome of the 
Cape- Indians, who have been faithful tothe Engliſh, difcovercd the Strgta- 
gems of the Adverfary, whereby their intended miſchicf was happily pre- 
vented. | Divers of them were killed-and taken, without theloſs of Comuch 
'as. one of ours. And - whereas, three Meffengers from Squaw Sachem of 


Sakonet 
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'Sakowet, were gone to the Governour of Flimonth, offc1ing to ſabmic tham- 


{clves, and engaging Filelity tothe Engliſh fos the future, 3t- they might'bue 
have a promile of Jite, and liberty; before the Mcſkngers returned trom 
their treaty, that Squaw: Sachim with about nizety perſons, hearing that 
Plimonth Forces wire approaching to them, came and rendxed themſclvesto 
Major Bradford, wholly ſubmitting to mercy, fo that this day were killed, 
taken, and brought in no lefs then an bandred and 1cy- Indiens. And the 
providence of God herein is the more obſervable, in that the very day -be- 
fore this, the Lords People in Plimonth did unanimouſly conſent to renew 
their Covenant with God, and one another, and aday of Humiliation was 
appointed for that cnd, that ſoa work fo ſacred and awtul might be attended 
with the more folemnity; alſo in the week before theſe ſignal ſmiles from 
Heaven upon that Colony, moſt of th: Churches there, had renewed their 
Covenant, viz. on the day of Humiliation which was latt attended through- 
out that juriſditiov. God then ſaith unto us, that.if we will indeed hear- 
ken unto his voice, the haters of the Lord ſhall ſoon ſubmit themſelves. 

Fuly 11 Whereas the Council at Boſton had lately emitted a Declaration, 
ſignifying, that ſuch Indians asdid within fourtecn dayes come in to the En- 
gliſh, might hope tor mercy, divers of them did this day return from a- 
mong the Nupmicks. Amongſt others, Fames an Indian, who could not 


_ only read, and write, but had learned the Art of Priating, notwithſtanding 


his Apoſiaſie, did venture himſelf upon the mercy and truth ofthe Engliſh 
Declaration which he had ſeen and read, promiſing for the future toventure 
his lite againſt the common Enemy. He and the other now come in, affirm 
that very many of the Indians are dcad ficne this ar began, and that more 
have dyed by the hand of God, mrefſpeR of Diſeaſes, Fluxes, and Feavers, 
which have been among(t them, than have been killed with the Sword. 

Faly 3. This day Connedicnt Forces being in the Narraganſet Country 
met with a party of Indians, purſued them intoa Swamp, killed and took 
an bundred and fourſcore, of them ( amongſt whom was the old Squaw- $4- 
chem of Narraganſet)) without the loſs of one Engliſh-man. Only an In- 
dian or two that fought for the Engliſh, was killed in this ergagement. The 
Engliſh would gladly have gone further, and have joined with Bofton and 
Plimouth Companies to purſue Philip at Moxnt-hope, but the Connetiicut In 
dians would by no means be perſwaded thercunto, until ſuch time as they 
had returned home with | the booty they had taken, And as they were on 
their march homeward,| they took and ſlaughtered threeſcore more Indians. 
In the mean while the other Colonies are ſending” out ſouldiers towards 
Mwnt-hope, where Philip with a multitude of Indians lately flocked thither 
is reported to be, deligning ſpeedily to fall -upon the neighbouring Towns, 


tuly. 


Faly. 6. Five or fix Indian Sachews did make peace with the Engliſhin ' 


the Eaſtern parts of this Colony. They have brought in with chem three hun- 
dred men beſides women and children. One of the Sachims did earneſtly de- 
fire, that the Engliſh would promiſe that no more liquors ſhould be fold or gi- 
ven to the Irdians, that ſo they might not be in a Capacity of making them- 
ſelves drunk, having fouud by wofu] experience, that that hath been a ruining 
evil to many of them. This week alſo about two hrndred Indians more came 
and ſubmitted themſelves to mercy,in Plimonth Colony, being partly neceſſitated 
therecuto by the difireſſes which God in his holy providence hath brought 
them into, and partly encouraged by a promile from the Government there, 
that all ſuch Indians as would come in and lay down their arms ſhould 
have life and liberty granted to tham, excepting -only ſuch as had been aQive 
in any of the muxthers which have: been -committed. © When theſe Indians 
were in the hands of the Engliſh, a certain Squaw amongſt them, 
perceiving that it would be . pleaſing to the Engliſh , it the murderers 
were diſcovered , ſhe preſently told of one who had had a bloudy hand 
in. the murthers which were done in Mr. Clarks houſe March' the twelfth, 
the-Indian immediately confeſſed the Fat, only ſaid that there was another 
who had asgreat ahand therein as he, which other Indian being examined 
confeſſed the thing alſo, and he revcaled a third Indian Murderer, who upon 


Examination owned the thing, whereupon they were all three forthwith. . 


exccuted, thus did God bring upon them the innocent blood which they had 
ſhed. Alſo the Indians who had ſarrendred themſelves, informed that a 
| bloody Indian called Twckpoo ( who the laſt ſummer murdered a man of 
Boſton at Namasket ) with about twenty Indians more, was at a place within 
16 miles of Plimouth, and manifeſted willingneſs to go and fetch him in, 
whereupon eight Engliſh with fourteen Indians, marched out in the nighe, 
and ſeized upon them all, none of ours receiving any hurt at this time. Ju- 
ſtice was ſpeedily executed upon the Indian, who had been a murderer-; the 
other having their Tives granted them. / 

Fuly7. A ſmall party of our Indians having ſome Engliſh with them, took 
and killed ſeven of the Enemy in the Woods beyond Dedham, whereof one 
was a petty Sachem. The two Indians which were then taken Priſoners, ay 
that many of their men who were ſent to Albayy for a ſupply of Powder, 


were {ct upon in the way by the Mobawke, and killed,. It is is certain that a-' 


bout this time, ſome of thoſe Indians who are in Hoſtility againſt the En- 
gliſh ( amongſt whom the Szchim of Springfield Indians, was one ) came 
to Albayy to buy Powder, and that they might effec their defign, they lyed 
and id, that now they had made peace with the Engliſh, and defired Pow- 
der only togo an hunting in the Woods : we hear, that the other Indians 

| & were 
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were very defirous to have flain them, but the'Governour of New-Torkſe« 
cured them, and gave notice to the Councill at Hartford: ſince that we have: 
Intelligence that many of our. enemies, yea and ſuch as have been notorious: 
Murderers, are fled for refuge to thoſe about Albany. wELY 

ly 11, A Party of Indians (*tis conjectured that there were about two 
hundred of them ) aſſaulted Tawnton. And in probability, that Town had 
at this time been brought under the {ame deſolation other places have expe» 
ricnced, had not the Lord in his gracious providence {o ordered, that a Cap- 
tive Negro, the week before eſcaped from Jurs franp intormed of his purpoſe 
tpcedily to deſtroy Taunton ; whereupon Souldiers were forthwith'ſent thi- 
ther, ſo that the enemy was in a little time repulſed, and fled, atter they had 
fired two Houſes : but not one Engliſh Life was loſt in this Engagement. 
What loſs the enemy ſuſtained is as yet unknown tous. There was a ſpeciall 
providence in that Negroes eſcape, tor he having lived many years near to the 
Indians, underſtood their Language, and having heard them tell one ano» 
ther what their defigns were, he acquainted the Englith therewith, and how 
Philip had ordered his men to lye in Ambuſcadoes in ſuch and ſuch places, to 
cut off the Engliſh, who by means of this intelligence eſcaped that danger, 
which otherwiſe had attended them. 

About this time we hear that there are three hundred Mohauges, 
who have armed themſelves, as being deſirous to be revenged upon thoſe 
Indians who have done ſo much harm to New-England ( if they receive no 
diſcouragement as to their deſigned Expedition) And that they purpoſe to 
colcage.their heads and make them yellow, that ſo they may not upon their ap- 
proach to any of our Plantations, be miſtaken for other Indzans. 

There is another thing which though it doe not concern the Warr, yet 
hapning this week, it may not be amiſs here to take notice of it, At Saco- 
neſſet in Plymoutb Colony, a female Child was born with two heads, perfectly 
diſtin&cach ferm other, ſo that it had four eyes, and four cars, and two 
mouthes and tongues, &c. | 

Fuly 22. Some of our Companies returned from Mownt-hbope to Boſton, 
And albeit they have not attained that which was the main end propoſed in 
thcir going forth , ſc. the Apprehenſion of Philip, nevertheleſs God was 
m a gratious meaſure preſent with them for they killed and rook about an 
hundred and fifty Indians in this expedition, with the loſs of but one Engliſh 
man. Onenight they lodged very near unto Philip, but he kept himſelf 
private and (ill in a Swamp, ours not imagining, that he had been ſo nger, as 


| afterwards ( by Indian Captives ) they perceived | he was : after this an In- 


dian that was taken Priſoner engaged w_ if they would ſpare bias he |

would forthwith bring them to Philip, but our Souldiers were not aBle to go 
the neareſt way towards him, yet- ipabout two hours:ſpace, theycame whi-. 
they:the Indian conducted! them; aud found that a great many Thdians were 
newly ficd, having for haſt left-their Keetles boyling overtheir tres, and their: 
Belts, and Baskets-of 1ampampeag,. yea and their-dead unburicd, At that, 
time did the Engliſh take and kill about- feventy perſons - fince an Indian; 
that came into Rhode-I/land, informeth, that Philip is gone to a Swampnear 
Dartmouth : and that when our Forces-. were purſuing of him, he with a 
few hid himſelf in Squ2nakznk, Swamp, till our Souldiers were paſt, and then 
with one Indian ina Cano croſt the river to Pocaſfet. It ſeems the body of 
the Indians belonging to him, went over on-two Ratts, in which paſſage they 
"loſt ſeverall Guns, and wet much of their Ammunition, The reaſon why. 
Philip fied to this place; was becauſe if he went Northward, the Mohawhky 
would' be upon him, if' Sewthward he was in danger” ofthe Monbegins, and 
he durſt not hide himſelf: any longer about Metaporfit, becauſe the Woods 
thereabouts were filled with Souldiers. This week alfo, Captain Church of 
Plimanth, wirh a finall party con(i{ring of about eighteen Engliſh, and two 
and twenty Indians, had four ſeverall engagements with tae Enemy, and kil-: 
ted and took Captive ſeventy nine Indians, without tie lofs of fo much as: 
one of ours 3. it having been his. manner, when he takethany Indians: by a. 
promile of favour to them, in caſe they acquit themſelves well, to ſet them. 
an-hunting after more of thefe-Wolves, whereby the worſt of them, ſome- 
times-do fingular good ſervice in tmding out the relt of their bloody fellows. 
Irr one of thefe Skirmiſbes, Tiaſhg, Philips chief Captain, ranaway leaving 
his Gun behind him, andhis Sqxaw, who' was taken. They came within: 
two/miles of the place where Philiphideth himfelf; and diſcerned at a diftance. 
| about fifty Indians-with' Guns, thought to be. Philips Hunters for. proviſion, 
and-were deſirous to have engaged with them, but being loaden with Cap- 
tives -and-plunder, they could not thenattend it, Alſo a Sachim of Pocaſſet 
bath ſubmitted himfelf with fourty Indians more, tothe Governour of Ply-. 
month. So that there is ofQate ſuch a ſtrange turn of' providence { eſpecially 
in Plimonth- Colony, ſince the Churches: in that-Colony(*being theretmnto. 
provoked by the-gedly adviceand Recommendation- of the civil:Authority in 
that FurifdiQion.) did ſolemnly renew their covenanit-with God andone another), 
as the-likehath rarely been-heard of in any-age: Whereas: formerly almott- 
every week did conclude with fad tidings, now the Lord" ſends-us good news: 
weekly. Without-doubt, there. are-in: the World who have been praying 
for us;: and:God hath heard them. If our poor prayers may be a mean$to- 
ebtain- mercy for them'allo, who have: praycd-for. us, how (ſhall we re- 
| ! joyce 
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Joyce 3 when we meet together before Jeſus Chriſt at the laſt and' great 
day* | | 
Fuly 25. Thirty and fix Engliſh-men who went out of Medfield and Ded» 
ban, bt ach nine of the Praying Indians with them, purſued and overtook a 
party of the Enemy, killed and took alive fifty of them, without the loſs of 
any of ours. The nine Indians ftored themſelves with plunder when this 
exploit was done : For belides Kettles, there was about half a buſhel of 
Wuampampeag, which the Enemy loft, and twelve pound of Powder, which 
the Captives ſay they had received from Albany but two days before. At this 
time another of the Narraganſet Sachims was killed, whoſe name was Pom- 
ham, and his Son was taken alive, and brought Priſoner to Boſton. This 
Pomham after he was wounded fo as that he could not ftand upon his legs, 
and was thought to have been dead, made a ſhift (as the Souldiers were pur» 
ſuing others ) to crawl a little out of. the way, but was found again 3 and 
when an Engliſh-man drew near to him, though he could not ſand, he did 
(like a dying Beaſt) in rage and revenge, get hold: on that Souldiers head, 
and had like to have killed him, had not another came in to his help, and 
| | reſcued him out of the enraged dying hands of that bloody Barbarian, who 


-had been a great promoter of the Narraganſet War. 

Fuly 27. One of the Nipmuck Sachims (called Sagamore John) came to 
Boſton, and ſubmitted himſelf to the mercy of the Englifs , *bringing in a» 
bout an hundred and fourſcore Indians with him. And that ſo he might 
ingaatiate humſelt with the Engliſh, he apprehended Matoonas and his Son, 
and brought them with him to Bofton, which Matoonas was the beginner of 
the War in this Colony of Mſſach»ſets 3 for it was he that committed the 
murders which were done at Mendam, Fuly 14,1675. Being thus taken and 
examined before the Council, he had little to vlead for himſelf, and there» 
fore was condemned to immediate death. Sagamore Fobn was defirous that 
he and his men might be the Executionersz wherefore Matoonas was carried 
out into the Common at Bofton, and there being tied to a Tree, the Sachime 
who had now ſubmitted himſelf, with ſeveral ot his men, ſhot him to death. 
Thus did the Lord ( a year after ) retaliate upon him the innocent blood 
which he had ſhed, as he had done {o God hath requited him : And inaf- 
much as Mitoonas, who began the War and- Miſchiets whichrhave tollowel 
thereon in this Colony of Maſſachuſets is taken, and Juftice-gloritied upon 
him, it ſeems to be a good Omen, that ere long Philip who beganthe Warn 
the other Colony, ſhall tkewiſe be delivered up unto Juſtice. In due'time 
his foot ſhall ſlide, and the things which ſhall come upon him feem 'tto make

1-Fuly 31. A fimall party of Souldjers, whoſe hearts God had touched, mar- 
ched out of Bridgwater, in order to purſuing the Enemy, And (about 3 þ. 
p. m8, )-not far from Tetignot River, they unexpeRtedly to themſelves, and un- 
diſcerned by the Enemy, came upon'a company of Indians, amongſt whom 
Philip hinifelf was, though his being there was not known to our men, until 


the engagement was over. They ſhot down ten Indians, they were well _ 


armed, and-at firſt ſnapped their Guns at the Engliſh, but not one of them 
took. fire 3 wheretore the terrour of God fell upon the Indians, that hfteen 
of them threw down their Guns, and ſubmitted themſclves to the Engliſh, 
the relt ficd 3 Philip himſelf eſcaped very narrowly with his lite. He threw 
away his ſtock, of Powder into the Buſhes, that he might haſten his eſcape, 
albeit ſome of his men the next day found it again. Our Souldiers took 
above twenty pound of Bulkts: and-Lead, and ſeven Guns, hve of which 
were loaden and primed : yea they took the chief of Philips Treaſure, not 
being able to carry away all their Plunder that day, tor they found much 
Engliſh. goods which P1i/ip had ſtolen, Philip made his clcape with three 
men, one of which was killed. And although he himſelt got clear, yet his 
Uncle, whoſe name was Vncompoen, being one of his chiet Counſellors, was 
flain, and Philips own Sifter was taken Priſoner : not fo' much as one En- 
@lifſh-man received any hurt at this time. - Thus did God own Bridgewater, 
atter the People therein had ſubſcribed with their hands, and. ſolemnly re- 
newed:their holy Covenant with-God, and: one another, that they would 
reform thoſe evils which were amongſt them, and endeavour, for the future 
to.walk more according to the will of God in Jefus/Chriſt. 

Amguſt 1.. Captain Church with thirty Engliſh-men, and twenty. Indians 
following Philip and thoſe with him, by thetr track took twenty and three 
Indians. The next morning they came upon Phzlips head Quarters, killed 
and took about and hundred and thirty Indians, with the loſs of but one En+ 
gliſh-man.. In probability many of the Engliſh Souldiers had: been cut off 
at this time, but-that an Indian called Matthias, whorfought for the Engliſh, 
when they. were come very. near the Enemy, called to them in their own 
Language with much vehemency, telling them they were all dead men if 
they did but fire a Gun, which did ſo amufe and amaze the Indians, that 
they loſt a great advantage againſt the Engliſh. Philip hardly eſcaped with 
his life this day alſo. He fed and Jett his Peag behind him, alſo:his- Squaw 
-and his: Son were taken Captives, 'and are now Priſoners in Plymouth, Thus 
-hath:God ' brought that grand Enemy into great miſery before he:quite de- 
-#roy bim. It muſt-needs be bitter as death to him, to loſe his: Wife and on- 


ly Son: (for. the Indians are maryclous fond and affectionate towards. their 


Children) 
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Children ) beſides other Relations, and almoſt all his SubjeAts and Coun- 
try tO0. | | 
Angſt. 3. This day the Lord ſmiled upon thisLand by fignal favour, in» 
another reſpect which concerns not the preſent War, For whereas in the 
Month of. Faly, there had been a fore Drought, which did greatly threaten 
the Indian Harvelt, God opened the bottles-of Heaven, and caulcd-it to-rain 
all this night, and the day after, ſo-as that the Indian corn 1s recovered to 
admiration, the Englith Harveſt being already gathered in, and more plenti- 


full-than in ſome tormer years,” inforuch that this which- was expected to- 


be a year of Famine, is turned to be a year of plenty as to proviſion. 

WhiltI am writing this, good information is brought to me, that in ſome 
parts of Conneficut Colony, the Drought was ſorer than.in this Colony, inaf- 
much as the Trees began to lahguiſh, and the Indians to deſpair of an Har-- 
veſt 3. wherefore Vncys ( for although he be a. friend to the Engliſh, yet he 
and all his men-continue Pagans (till) ſet his Powaws on work to ſee it they 


could by powawing (i, e. conjuring)) procure rain, but all in vain 3 He there- / 


fore ſent Weſtward to a noted Powary, to try his skill, but-neither could that: 
Wizzard by all his-hideous anddiabolical howlings obtain ſhowers.. Where- 


_ he (i. e. Vncas ) applyed himſelf to .Mr. Fitch (the Faithful and able- 


eacher of the Church in Norwich ) defiring that he would pray to God for 
rain. Mr. Fitch replyed to him, that it he ſhould do fo, and God ſhould 


hear him, as long as their. Powaws were at work, they would aſcribe the rain- 


to them, and think that the Devil whom the. Indians worſhip, and not God, 
had ſent that rain, and therefore he would not-ſet himſelf to pray far it, un- 
til they had done with their vanities and witcheries. , Vncas and his Son 
Oweneco declared that they. had left off Powawing, deſpairing to obtain what 
they detired. Mr. Fitch: therefore called his Church together, and they ſer 
themſclves-by Faſting and Prayer, to ask of the Lord rain in the time of the 


-latter rain, and bchold !'that very night, and the next day, He that faith to - 
the ſmall rain, and to the great rain of his Strength, be thou upon the earth, . 


gave moſt Plentiful Showers, in as muchas the Heathen were affected there- 
with, acknowledging that the. God whom we ſerve is a-great. God, and there. 
is none like unto him. 

Auguſt 6,. An Indian that deſerted his fellows, informed the Inhabitants 


of Taunton that a party of Indians who- might be eafily ſurpriſed, were not- 


very far off, and promiſed to condu&. any. that had a mind, to apprehend 


thoſe. Indians in the right; way towards them , whereupon about twenty- 
'Souldiers marched out of Tarnton, and they took all thoſe Indians, being 


in number. thirty and ſix, only the Squaw-Sachem of Pocaſſet, who was next 
unts 


. gn" - 
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-unto Philip in. reſpect of the miſchief that hath been done, and the 'blood 
that hath been ſhed-in this Warr,eſcaped alone; but not long after ſome of 
Taunton finding, an Indian Squaw in Mztapoiſet newly dead, cut off her head, 
and it hapned to be Weetamoo, i. &. Squaw-Sachem her head, When it was 
ſet upon a 'pole in Tawnton, the Indians who were priſoners there, knew it 
preſently, and made a-moſt horrid and diabolical Lamentation, crying out 
It was their Queens head. Now here it is to be obſerved, that God himſcif 
by his own hand, brought this enemy to deſtruction. For in that place, 
where the laſt year, ſhe furniſhed Philip with Canooes for his men, the her 
{elf could not meet with a Canoo,but venturing over the River upon a Ratt, 
that brake under her, ſo that ſhe was drowncd, juſt betore the Engliſh found 
her. Surely Philips turn will be next. | 
Anguft. 10. Whereas Potock, a chick Counſellor to the old 'Squaw-Sa- 
-chem of Narraganſet, was by fome of Road-Iſland brought into Boſton, and 
Found guilty of promoting the War againtt the Engliſh, he was this day ſhot 
to death in the'Common at Boſton, As he was going to his execution, ſome 
told him that now he muſt dy, he had as good {peak the truth, and fay how 
many Indians were killed at the Fort-Fight laft winter. He replyed, that 
the Englith 'did that day kill above ſeven hundred highting men, and that 
three hundred who were wounded, dyed quickly after, and that as to old 
men, women and Children;they had loſt no-body could tell how. many z and 
that there were above three thoufand Indians inthe Fort, when our Forces 
aſſaulted them, and made that notableſlaughter amongſt them. 
Augft."12. This is the (memorable day wherein Philip, the perfidious 
and bloudy Author of the'War and wotull miſeries that have thenceenſued, 
was taken and ſlain. And God brought it to pats, chiefly by Indians them- 
ſelves. .For one of Philips men (being diſguſted at him, for killing an Indian 
who had propounded an expedient for peace with the Englith ) ran away 
from him; and coming to Road-lIfland,' informed that Philip was now re- 
turned again to Moxm-Hope, and-undertook to bring them to the Swamp 
where he hid himſelf. Divine 'Providence ſo diſpoſed, as that 'Capt. Church 
of Plymouth was "then 'in Road-Ifland, in-order*to recruiting his Souldiers, 
who had been. wearicd with a tedious march that week, But immediately 
upon this Intelligence, he ſet forth again, with a ſmall company of Engliſh 
and Indians. It teemeth that night Philip ( like the man in the Hoſt of. Mz- 
dzan) dreamed that he was fallen mto the hands of the Engliſh, and juſt as he 
was ſaying to thoſe*that were with him, that they mult fly for their lives 
that day, left the Indianthat was gone from him ſhould diſcover where he

the Engliſh nor for them, betore this time, Thus when Phzlip had made an- 
end todeal' treacheroully, his own Subjects dealt treacheroufly:with kim. 
This Wo. was brought upon him that ſpoyled when he was-not ſpoyled;. 
And in that very place! where he tirft contrived and began his:miſchief;,was: 
he taken and deſtroyed, and there was he ( like as Agag,was hewed In-pieces-- 
before the Lord ) cut into tour quarters; and is: now hanged up asa monu-+ 
ment of revenging Juſtice, . his head being cut off:and carried away toiPly-- 
mouth, his Hands ware brought. to: Boſton. So let: all thine Enenties periſh O' 
Lord ! When Philip was thus flain,five of his men were killed with him,one 

of which was his chict Captains ſon, being (as the-Indians teſtife that very 

Indian,who ſhot the tix{t gun at the Engliſh, when. the War began. So that 

we may hope that the War in thoſe parts willdye with Philip. 

A little before this, the Authority in that Colony had appointed the feven-- 
teenth of this. inſtant to. be. obſerved' as a day of prblick; Thankggiving: 
throughout that Juriſdiction, on the account of wonderful: ſucceſs againtit: 
the Enemy, which the Lord hath bleffed them with, ever fiance theyrenewed* 
their Covenant with him 3 and that ſo they might have hearts-raifed and en-- 
larged in aſcribing;praiſes to God, he delivered Philip:intotheir.hands a few: 
dayes before their intended. Fhanksgiving.. Thus did God: break..the: heat; 
of that Leviathan, and gave it'to be meet'to the people inhabiting the'wil-- 
derneſs, and brought it to the Fown of Plimouth the very day of their: fo-- 
lemn Feſtival :. yet this alſois to be added and conkidertd, that the Lord (ſo 
great is the divine faithſulne(s) to prevent us. from being/liftted-up with ours 
{uccefſes, and that we might not become. ſecure, {0 colbivden that not an. 


Engliſh-man but an Indian(th under Churthes influence ) [mult Have::

.of the miſchief and murders done by him: we may tear, that God, who ſo 
awtully threatned Abab, when hehad let go out of 'his hand a Blaſphemous 
Murderotis Heathen, whom the Lord had devoted to deſtruction, was not 
well pleaſed with the Engliſh for concluding this, and other bloody Murde- 4. 
rers; 'imthe late Eaſtern. peace. What the iſſue of this new ftame thus break- 
ing forth, ſhall be, or. how fart ſhall-proceed, is with him whoſe wiſdom is 
Inhnite, and, who-doth all things well. ; 


;Thus have we a brief, plain, and true Story of the War with the Indians 
In New-England, how it began.and how it hath made its progreſs; and what 
preſent hopes there are' of a comfortable cloſure and conclufion af this ' 
trouble 3 which hath been continued for a whole yearand more. Defigning 
only a Breviary of the Hiſtory of this war; 1 have not enlarged upon the 
circumſtances of things, but-ſhall leave' that to others, who have advan- 
tages and leafure'to go.on with ſuch an undertaking.

'Thereis one thing admirable to-confider z I mean the providence of God 
in keeping, one of theſe three: Vnited Colonies, in a manner untouched al 
this while: For Conneficut Colony hath not been aſſaulted by this Enemy, 
only-a few houſes mione deſerted Plantation were burnt 3 and it is poſſible 
that one Indian alone might do that. Whether God intends another tryal for 
them.or for what reaſon he hath hither to. ſpared them, no one may as yet 
determine, Chriſt ſaid unto Peter, What I do thou knoweſt not now, but thou 

halt know hereafter: even fo, although we do not at preſent fully perceive 
the meaning of 'this providence, yet hereafter it will be manifeſt. And al- 
3 ' beit theſame ſins and provocations have. been found with them that are to 
be charged upon others, nevertheleſs it muſt needs be acknowledged (for 
why. ' not that-which is praiſe-worthy in Brethren be owned, that ſo 
God! mayihave:the glory of his grace towards and in_ his Servants?) they & 
pete ee riaaerient of this affair, acquitted themfelves' like men, and 
_ kke' Chriftians.. It» was prudently_ done. of them, not ta;make the Indians 
" Aabhi6 lived anoneft them their Enemies, and the Lord hath made them to be 
as'a/Wallcothem,and alſo, made uſe of them. to do great ſervice againſt the 
common, *Eaemies::of the Engliſh. '- The Churches there have alſo given 
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the neceſſity of the Saints impoveriſhed by this War in the other two Colo- 


iies, having colleted and tranſported above a. thouſand Buſhels of 
Corn, for the rclict and comtort of thoſe that have loſt all cough the Ca» 


lamity of War ; God will remember and reward that pleafant fruit. Nor. 
- have. ſome of the Churches in this Colony ( eſpecially in Boſton, which the . 


Grace of Chritt hath alwaycs made exemplary in works of that nature )- 


been unwilling to conlider their poor. Brethren. according ' to their: 


Ability. 


To Conclude this Hiſtory, it is evident by the things which have been ex-- 
preſſed, that ourdeliverance is not as yet pertectcd 3 for the Nipmuck Indi-- 


ans. are. not yet wholly ſubdued: Moreover, it will be a difficult thing,cither- 


to {ubduc, or to come at the River Indians, who have many of them with- 


drawn themſelves, and are gone far weltward, and whillt they and others - 


that have beenin hoſtility againſt us, remain unconquered, we cannot enjoy 


ſuch perte&t peaceas in the years which are paſt. And there ſeems to be a. 


dark Cloud riſing from the Eatt, in reſpect of Indians in thoſe parts, yea a+ 


Cloud which ſireameth forth blood. But that which is the ſaddeſt thought 


of all, is that of late ſome unhappy ſcandals-have been, whichare enough to - 


ſtop the current of mercy, which hath been flowing in upon us.,and to pro-- 


voke the Lord to-let Jooſe more Enemies: upon us, ſo as that the.ſecond 


error. {hall be worſe then the firſt, Only God doth deliver for his own 
Names ſake :. the Lord willnot forſake his people for his great Names fake; . 


becauſe it hath pleaſed the Lord to make us his pcople. And we have rea- 


ſon to conclude that Salvation is begun, and-in a gracious meaſure carried on : 


towards us. For {ince laſt March there are two or 3000. Indians who: have. 
been either killed,or taken,or ſubmitted themſclves to the Engliſh, And thoſe. 


Indians which have been taken Captive; & others alſo,intorm that the Nare- 


raganſets are ina mannerruined, there being (as they ſay) not above anhun-- 


dred men left of them, who the laſt year were the.greateſt body of Indians in - 
New-England, and the moſt formidable Enemy which hath-appeared againſt : 
us. But God hath conſumed them by the Sword,and by Famineand by Sick-- 


neſ;it being no unuſual thing for-thoſe that traverſe the woods to hind dead 
Tadians up and down, whom either Famine, or-ſickneſs, hath cauſed to dy, 
and there hath been none to bury them. . And Philip who was the Sheba, 


that began and headed the Rebellion,his head is thrown over the wall,there- - 


fore have we good reaſon to hope that this- Day of Troublc;js near to an end, 
if our ſins doe not undoe all that hath been wxought for us. And indced 
there is one ſad conſideration, which may cauſe humble tremblings te-think 


of it, namely in that the Reformation which God expects from us it not fo - 
b-7> 7 - hcarty: 


PO 
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hearty and ſo perfe&t as ought tobe. Divines-obſerve, that whereas upon 
Samuels exhortations, the -people did make but impertect work of it, as 10 
the Reformation of -provoking evils, therefore God did only begin their 
deliverance by Sanmel, but left ſcattered Philiſtines unſubdued, who aſter- 
wards made head and proved a ſore :fcourge to the Children of Ifrael, untill 
Davids tire, in whoſe Reign there was a full Reformation and then did the 
Lord give unto his-people full deliverance. Neverthelets a lad Cantſtrophe 
will attend thoſe that ſhall magnifie themſelves againlt the peopleof the 
Lord of Hoſts: It hath been obſerved by many, that never any (whether In- 
dians or others )did ſet themſelves to do hurt to New-England,but they have 
-come to lamentable ends at haſt. New-England hath been a burthenfome 
one, all that have burthened themſelves with it, have been cut in pieces, 
The experience of the preſent day, doth greatly conhrm that obſervation, 
and give us ground to hope, that as for remaining enemies, they ſhall fare 
as others that have gone before them, have done. Yet this further mutt 
needs be acknowledged, that as to Victories obtained, we have no caufe to 
Slory in any thing that we have done, but rather to be aſhamed and con- 
toundcd for our own wayes. The Lord hath thus far been our Saviour for 
his Names fake, that it might not be profaned among the Heathen whither 
he hath brought us. And God hath let us ſee that he-could eaſily have 
deſtroyed us, by ſuch a contemptible enemy as the Indians have been in our 
£ycs3' yea he hath convinced us that wewur ſclves could not ſubdue them, 


They have advantages that we have not, knowing where to hind us,but we: 


know not where to tind them, 'who nevertheleſs arc alwayes at home, and 
have in a manner nothing but their lives and ſouls(which they think not of) 


to loſe 3 every Swamp is a Caſtile to them, and they can live comfortably on: 


that which would: ſtarve Engliſh-men. So that we have no cauſe to glory, 
for it is God' which hath thus ſaved us, and not we our ſelves. If we con- 
fider the time when the enemy hath fallen, we muſt needs own that the 
Lord hath done it. For we expected (and could in reaſon expect no other 
that when the Summer was come on, and the buſhes and leaves of trees come 
forth.the enemy would do ten times more miſchictthen in the winter ſeaſon; 
whenas ſince that,the Lord hath appeared againft them, that they have done 
but little hurt comparatively. Had there not been, ©:% amd wnyavis a die 
vine hand beyond all expectation manifeſted, we had been in a ftate moſt 
miſerable this day. Alſo if we keep in mind the means and way where- 
by our. deliverance hath thus. been accompliſhed, we muſt needs own the 
Lord in all. For it hath not been brought to paſs by our numbers, or skill, 
Or valour, we have not got the Land in poſſeſſion by our own Sword, neither did 
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our omn arm ſaves, But God hath waſted the Heathen, by ſending the de-- 
kroying Angel among them, fince this War beganz and (which ſhould al- 
wayes be an humbling conſideration unto us) much hath been done towards 
the ſubduing of the enemy, by the Indians who have fought for us, ſome- 
times more then by the Engliſh. And no doubt but that a great reaſon 
why many of them have of late been defirous to ſubmit themſclves to the. 
Engliſh, hath been,. becauſe they were afraid of the Mohaugs whe have a 
long time been a Terror to the other Indians.. I have received it from one. 
who was returned out of Captivity this Summer, that the Indians where he. 
was, would not. ſuffer any fires to be made in the night, for fear leſt the- 
Mohaugs ſhould thereby diſcern where.they were, and cut them off.. 


Now, as the Lord,'who doth redeem Iſrael out: of all his troubles; hath: 
graciouſly and glorioafly begun our Salvation, ſo let him perfect it, inſuch 
a way, as that no honour at all may come unto us, but that great glory may 
be to his own bleſſed Name for ever, Let him bring health and cure unto- YT 
this Fernſalem, and reveal the abundance of peace and truth: Aud it ſhall be. 
unto him aName of joy, a Praiſe and an honour before all the Nations of: 
the carth, which ſhall hear all the good that he will doe unto us, and they 
ſhall fear. aud tremble|for all the goodneſs, and for all the proſperity that he. 
| * will procure. It we. hearken to his voice in theſe his ſolemn Diſpenſations, . 
it (urely ſhall be ſo. Not znto us O Lord ;, not unto us, but unto thy Name give- 

Glory, for thy mercy and forthy Truths ſake.. Amen! 
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G:: I wrote the|preceding Narrative, I hear that there are who make 


a ſcruple of uſing the word Army, when applyed to ſuch incontide> 

rable Forces, as thoſe which have been raiſed and ſent forth by us in 
the late War, I pretend not to any skill or accuracy of ſpeaking as to mo= 
dern platforms of Military Diſcipline ; But ſure I am that of old, a few Co- 
horts being under the command of a chiet Captain, though in all there were 
not above four or five hundred Souldiers, this was called 5geJwwa, an Army, 
Afs 23.27, Yea thoſe three hundred Souldiers who were under Gideon as 
their General, are ſtyled an Army, Judg. 8. 6. The Hebrew word there 
uſed cometh from xqy which lignities txrmatins congregare ad militandum, 
when Troops are aſſembled together , this did the Hebrews call an Hoft or 
an Army, There are| {mall Armies as well as great ones, 2 Chron. 24+. 24. 
PN which is the word uſed in that place ſignifies Forces : that term have l 
commonly choſen, though the other being of moſt frequent uſe, and aptly 
enough expreſſing what is tneant by it, I havenot wholly declined it. For

And Reaſon faith, that thoſe Forces may paſs for Armies in one partof the 
world, that willnotdo ſo in another.

That which doth concern the Grounds of this 
Warr, and the jwſtneſs of it on our part : concerning which I ſhall here adde a 
few words, It is known to every one, that the arr began not amongſt us 
in Matachuſets Colony 3 nor do the Indians ( fo far as I am informed ) pre- 
tend that we have done them wrong, And therefore the cauſe on our part

- N © lony of New. Plymouth, and Philip, Sachem of Moznt-Hope, in the 
* Year 1671. It may be remerybred, that the ſettlement and iſſue of that 
©controverlic was obtained and made {( principally ) by the mediation and' 
© interpoſed advice, and counſel of the other two confederate Colonies,who 
« upon a careful enquiry and ſearch into-the grounds-of that trouble, tound- 
« that the ſaid Sachems Pretences of wrongs and injuries from that Colony 
«were groundleſs and falſe, and that he ( although firſt in Arms ) was the 
« peccant offending party, and that Plimonth had juſt cauſe to take up Arms

6. tain ſumme of Mony, in part of their damage and: Charge by him occaſi-

< of them ſaying, that they would help him, and that he had already given 
© them leave to kill Engliſh-mens Cattle, and rob their Houſes. About the 
©14. and 15th. of Fine Mr. James Brown went twice to Philip to'perſwade 
© him to be quiet, but at both times found his Mcn in arms, and P5i/ip very 


' © high and not perſwadable to peace. On the 14th of Fxne, our Council 


© writ an amicable friendly Letter to him, ſhewing our diſlike of his pragti-

It raises our admiration for the author to learn at the very beginning of his work 
that God was a Puritan at heart, and that he gave to the New Englanders the land of 
the Indians for their rightful possession. This reminds us of the story told elsewhere 
under Fernandez de Enciso,—the only difference being that the gift was made in that 
case by the Pope to the King of Spain ; while in the later instance the Almighty 
himself stepped in to endow his faithtul Puritans with the property of other men.
